EXPENSE ACCOUNTS. 








SOME OF THE ITEMS RATHER STAG- 
GERED THE CONTROLLER, BUT MOST 
OF THEM RROCBIVED His “‘o. K.”— 
OX THE TRIP TO CHICAGO THE 
STATE’S EXD WAS WELL KEPT UP. 


ALBANY, March 20.—By a spurt of energy 
Controller Campbell succeeded this afternoon 
in completing the statement of expenditures of 
the World's Fair Commission, and to-night it 
‘Was submitted to the Assembly, together with 
eorrespondence between him and the commis- 
ion. 

If printed in detail this report would fill four 
eolumns of THE New-YOrRK Trmes. The As- 
semblymen viewed the bulky report with feel- 
ings akin to consternation, and ordered that it 
be printed and put on the desks of the members. 

The report of the World’s Fair Commission 
‘tslf, which was ordered by the Assembly last 
Wednesday, ynder the same resolution which 
applied to the Controller, will not be ready until 
to-morrow. 

Under the rules of the House the three-hun- 
d@red-thousand-dollar appropriation bill is to be 
considered on Wednesday. 

Chairman John Boyd Thacher has actually 
made a statement. General Manager Holland 
has become garrulous, and Chief Executive Offi- 
cer MoNaughton has shaken off the cloak of 
Bootch taciturnity that nas enveloped him, and 
#vinoed a disposition to discuss matters. 

The report shows that two of the Commission- 
erse—Chauncey M. Depew of New-York and 
Charles A. Sweet of Buffalo—have not put ina 
dollar for expenses. Gorton W. Allen’s bill is 
modest—$206. John Boyd Thacher of Albany, 


who has spent a large part of his time between 
Albany, Chicago, and Washington, is down for 
enly $208. 25. 

Ex-Congressman Walter L. Sessions has 
charged the State $784.61 for traveling and 
mecessary expenses, under twenty items, vary- 
ing from $12 to $81. The bill of Louis M. How- 
land, the sixth Commissioner, aggregates 
$2,300, which is explained by a continued resi- 
dence at Chieago, consequent upon superin- 
tendence of construction of the New-York State 
building. Mr. Howland has given his entire 
time to the State, and has expended over $1,500 
@ut of his own pocket. 

8eme of the District Commissioners have also 
put in bills, ranging from $15 to $3388. So far 
Zor the persona! items of the Commissioners.

Another item embraces $10,000 for the 
World’s Fair celebration in New-York last Oo- 
tober. Over $12,200 is allowed for eleven ex- 
hibits, embracing agriculture, dairy, horticult- 
ure, forestry, entomology, educational, scien- 
tific, charities, fioriculture, apiarian, and viti- 
culture. 

The first split between Controller Campbell 
end the commission occurred June 30, 1892, 
when a bill for $200, for drawing the contract 
for the construction of the State Building, was 
presented by Sessions & Sessions of Panama, 
Chauteaugua County, the senior partner of the 
firm being Walter L. Sessions, the Commission- 
er, and the junior partner Loren B. Sessions, 
the ex-Senator. The Controller refused to pay 
it until it was tT pe ey audited. 

Jaly 20 a bill for $2,036.76 was returned to J. 
W. Tappin, Treasurer of the First District, on 
the ground of extravagance. Some of the items 
are interesting: Oak desk, $225; another desk, 
$60; a third, $52; two rotary chairs, $44; 
twelve bentwood chairs, $24; one water coaler, 
$10; four cuspidors, $3.60; flags, $37; framing 
pictures, $21; lettering on glass, $213; type- 
writer, $100; advertising, $457. 

One item of $208 for Edmund C. Stanton, 
which had been audited by Mr. Stanton, was 
expunged because it had been already paid. 
The Controller had refused to audit the bill for 
furniture from the Sixth District on the ground 
that it was extravagant. The total was between 
$400 and $500, of which $250 was for carpets 
at $2.50 a yard. 

Coming down to the question of transporta- 
tion to and expenses at Chicago, the following 
items are extracted: May 9 to 21, trip to Chi- 
pago, expenses of general managers, secretaries, 
district committees and others, $1,200.85; July 
1, Donald McNaughton, sundry expenses of the 
chief executive officer, including board of 
Women Managers, $528.22; Aug. 2, Donald 
mesa. sundry bills of Women Managers 
paid, $276.78; Aug. 15, D. McNaughton, board 
of Women Managers, $133.20; Aug. 27, D. Mo- 
Naughton, board of Women Managers, $172.87; 
Sept 30, Managers and Women Managers, 
$103.96; Nov. 22, D. McNaughton, expenses in 
traveling, $229.66; Nov. 22, D. MoNaughton, 
expenses Women Managers, $273.79. 

Nov. 28, D. McNaughton, Women Board of 
Managers, $134.20; Dec. 9, miscellaneous ex- 

nses, Women Board of Managers, $907.21;

In explaining these items, Louis Howland 
eaid this evening to the correspondent of Tur 
New-YorK Times: 

“A certain portion of the money expended 
‘was used to place New-York in a dignified posi- 
tion on the 22d of October, when the building 
‘was dedicated and turned over by Gov. Flower 
to the officials of the fair. The structure at that 
time was in an unfinished condition, and it re- 

uired considerable expenditure to prepare it 

or its distinguished guests. 

“The exercises were conducted in a way som- 
mensuate with the importance New-York State 
ocoupies among her sister States, and the musio 
furnished by Sousa’s band of sixty musicians 
vost something. As the gentlemen have served 
without compensation, it seemed just that they 
should be treated by the State on an occasion 
like this in generous fashion. 

“The other items of the Controller's report, 
aupplemented by a synopsis prepared by the 
Board of General Managers, proves that, while 
mistakes may have been made, the general line 
pf action was one which would tend to make 
she State exhibit superior to that of any other 
Btate. The State Building. while costing more 
than was anticipated, will undoubtedly be the 

t attraction to New-Yorkers, and the 
energy displayed by one of the board in arous- 
{ng interest in and obtaining voluntary contri- 
@utions from the New-York merchants for the 
perfécting of the interior of the building will 
redound to the credit of all concerned.

“*This amount seeme large to me, and I am not 
willing to audit the same unless it can be satisfacto. 
rily explained. The balance of the bill is made up of 
room rent, restaurant, cab, baggage, messenger, and 
telegraph bills. 

“*T recognize the fact that your Commissioners 
are serving without pay, and I intend, as near as it 
is right that I should, to allow them liberal bills for 
expenses, but, take this bill asa whole, I think it 
exceeds my idea of liberality and tends to extrava- 


gance. 
“Within the R -woee few days a bill was presented 
from the World’s Fair Commissioners which con- 
tained an item for $330 for twenty-two badges for 
the Lady Managers at $15. ‘This voucher I re- 
turned without payment.” 


Attached to the Controller’s report are some 
remarks by the State Board of World’s Fair 
Commissioners. Among other things they say: 


“The fifth section of the law under which we are 
operating provides as follows: ‘Immediately after 
the formal opening of the exposition an account of 
all expenditures made and @ebts incurred, showing 
the items, the amounts thereof, to whom psid or 
with whom contracted, and for what purpose, certi- 
fied by the President of the Board of General Managers 
and by the chief executive officer, to be correct, 
shall be yom and filed in the office of the Con- 
troller of the State.’ : 

“The Board of General Managers has interpreted 
this to mean that the items of expenditure, which 
ate | disclose the avenues in which and the 
purposes for which the money was expended, should 
not made public uutil the exposition was open. 
“It was the evident meaning of the provision in 
the act of the Legislature that the Board of General 
Managers should not publish abroad the detalls of 
its preparatory work. The items of expenditure in 
the report mate by the Controller of the state cor- 
respond with like items entered upon the books of 
the Board of General Managers, and while the 
Board would prefer to make a statement which 
would classify and intelligently explain the pur- 
poses of the several items of expenditure, yet as the 
resolution ap s to call for a joint statement, and 
as the Controller hasoarefully prepared the detalied 
statement of all expenditures made by said Commis- 
sion, including the names of the persons through 
whom such disbursements were made, we join with 
him in signing and presenting the same. 

“It must be understood that the managers have 
not incurred a dollar of indebtedness beyond the 
$300,000 appropriated April 6, 1892, but they have 
mapped out work which will require the additional 
appropriation in the bill now under consideration to 
complete and perfect the New-York exhibit at the 
World’s Columbian Exposition. 

“There has been no or in the prosecu- 
tion of this work. The item of silver badges made 
for the Woman’s Board is withdrawn, and will be 
paid for personally by the members who are giving 
their time and services gratuitiously to the State. 
It has been the custom of all State boards to supply 
their members with badges indicating official posi- 
tions, and which are not only marks of recognition, 
bat likewise passports to the exposition grounds. 
They designate their wearers as officially and respon- 
sibly connected with the great work. 

“The twenty-one noble women who have labored 
for ayear in promoting the interests of the State, 
and who have won the admiration of the National 
Board by their untiring and intelligent efforts, are 
in no way responsible for rendering the bill for 
badges, since it was recommended by this board 
that it was a proper charge against the State. It 
was in no wise a sugg@estion emanating from them. 
The bill is withdrawn, and is therefore no longer a 
subject for criticism. 

“The Board of General Managers desires to say 
that the geld it has ocoupied has nm very different 
from that upon which it supposed it was entering at 
the inception of its work. It believed that its func- 
tions were to publish and promote the fact that an 
exposition of a national and international character 
was to be held, and to persuade and encourage the 
citizens of our State to participate therein, in order 
to exhibit to the fullest extent the resources and 
development of the Empire State. 

“We believe that the State should do nothing for 
the individual which the indvidual could do for him- 
self. Soon after beginning our work we found that 
in the departments of agriculture, horticulture, 
vitioulture, pomology, live stock, mines and mining, 
forestry, ethnology, liberal arts, and fish and fisher- 
jes the individual wonld make no exhibit worthy of 
the State’s interests in the said departments. 

“We were confronted withthe neoessity of our- 
selves assuming the responsibility for exhibits in 
these departments, and i mmediately we planned a 
work which for completeness cannot be surpassed 
by any State or any bation represented at the ex- 

osition. We have thought only of maintaining 

ew-York’s supremacy among her sister States and 
of demonstrating to the world that she not only 
claims the title of the Empire State, but that she 
wears it worthily and justly.” 





JUDGE J. J. DUBOSE IMPEACHED. 
——_@-_—. 
ACTION TAKEN BY THE TENNESSEE 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 20.—The committee 
appointed by the House to consider and pase 
upon articles of impeachment presented against 
Judge J. J. Dubose of Shelby County made 
its report to the House to-day. The commit- 
tee said it did not consider it in its power 
to inquire as to the truth or falsity of the 
charges, but, on the contrary, to ascertain their 


sufficiency inlaw to pass articles of impeach- 
ment. 

The committee said it was of the opinion that 
these charges were sufficient in law to warrant 
impeachmentif substantiated by sworn testi- 
mony. It therefore reported that a commit- 
tee be appointed to take proof in substantiation 
of these charges and feport back whether or not 
they have been sustained by sworn testimony. 
It suggested that the case be proceeded with 
by impeachment rather than by concurrent res- 
olutions. The report was recelved 

Mr Murpby introduced a resolution declaring 
that the House had impeached Judge Dubose, 
and that the Senate be notified of such action. 

Mr Babb moved that the committees suggested 
in the report be appointed to take evidence so 
as to establish a prima facie case. 

Mr Story moved to amend by striking out the 
words “ prima facie.” 

This amendment was tabled. 

A motion that the committee should proceed 
asa Grand Jury was adopted. 

Mr. Milburn offered additional charges against 
Judge Dubose. The charges were that Judge 
Dubose was cognizant of certain election irreg- 
ularities in 1886, 1888, 1890, and 1892, The 
paper was referred to the committee.

Afraid of Judge Abbett, They Say. 

TRENTON, N. J., March 20.—The suitof R. M. 
J. Smith for the office of County Olerk of Mer- 
cer County took a sudden and strange turn this 
afternoon. Thesurprise came in a notice of the 
contestant’s counse), who asked to withdraw 
his petition for a recount so that he could begin 


proceedings by quo warranto against the Re- 
publican incumbent, Barker Gummere. 

No reason is given for this change, but those 
on the inside of politics here say that, as Mr. 
Smith was an anti-Abbett man for many years, 
and as his case was to be argued and decided by 
Justice Abbett, sitting for the first time in the 
Mercer Circuit to-day, he was not willing to 
take his chances. He has had the case removed 
to the Supreme Court. 

He cannot, however, begin quo warranto pro- 
ocedings without permission of the Chief 
Justice, and as he is a relative of Barker Gum- 
mere, the incumbent, the Republicans be- 
ve i Mr. Smith has practically abandoned 

suit. 





Commander Hugh Williams Dead. 

Boston, March 20.—The steamer Cambrian 
Queen, at Boston from Liverpool, arrived here 
Sunday, her tiag flying at half mast out of re- 
spect for her late commander, Hugh Williams, 
who died of dropsy last Friday night. He had 
been sick for four weeks and suffered greatly. 
The boat wasincommand of John Jones, the 
first mate. 

Capt. Williams was thirty-six years of age, 
and was very much respected. He had been in 
command of the Cambrian Queen for three 
years. The body will be embalmed and shipped 
to Port Dinorwio, North Wales, Capt. Williams’s 
native place, where he leaves a wife and three 
children, the oldest being only four years of age. 





Less Typhoid Fever in Mexico. 

GUADAJARE, Mexico, (via San Antonio, Texas, 
March 20.)—The epidemic of typhoid fever 
which has prevailed here for several months has 
entirely disappeared, no new cases having been 
reported to the health authorities for several 
days. Reports from other parte of the Repub- 
lic state that there is a general decrease in the 
disease and that the death rate in Zacatecas, 
Ban Luis Potosi, and Guanajuato is not one- 
Delf as large as it was four weeks ago. It is ex- 
pected that as soon as the rainy season sete in 
the epidemic will disappear entirely from South- 
ern Mexico.

Private Trial Trip for the New-York. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 20.—The United States 
cruiser New-York will leave the ship yard of 
the William Cramp & Sons Company at 11 A. 
M. to-morrow on a trial trip. It will be strictly 
private. 

In the event of clear weather the trip will 
last five days, but should it be stormy a week 
will elapse before the return of the vessel. It 
is intended to go as far as Cape Cod, Maes., and 
Capt. Sargent, late of the American Line steam- 
er Ohio, will be in command. The official trial

COAL BARONS FLAT ON THEIR 
BACKS AT 87, PAUL, 


JUDGE EGAN TAKES HEED OF PUBLIC 
SENTIMENT AND SURRENDERS LEG- 
ISLATIVE OFFICE RS— FIERY SPEECHES 
MADE IN BOTH HOUSES—THE COM- 
BINE BRINGS SUIT FOR DAMAGES. 


Sr. PavL, Minn., March 20.—There was a bat- 
tle royal to-day between the Legislature and 
the coal combine, and the latter found itself to- 
night fallen at the last ditch, deserted even by 
the courts. The octopus, however, is still fight- 
ing for its existence, as this evening it filed with 
the Clerk of the Court for this district a suit for 
$50,000 against the Joint Legislative Coal In- 
vestigation Committee and Sergeant at Arms 
Smonat and his assistants for withholding ite 
property and ruining ite business. 

In Judge Egan’s court this morning there was 
a direct conflict between the judicial authorities 
and the House of Representatives, represented 
in its own proper person and dignity by the 
Assistant Sergeant at Arms, J. W. Wells, who, 
by the way, is a colored man weighing 240 
pounds. He walked boldly into court and stood 
before the august bench of the District Court of 
the Second Judicial District. 

This agent of the House addressed the court, 
and in a firm voice demanded the person of Rep- 
resentative Richard A. Waleh. These were the 
portentous words: 

“Judge Egan, under the resolution of the 
House I am directed to procure the body of Mr. 
Waleb.” 

There was a pause, the room was etill for a 
second, and then, when the people in the 
crowded courtroom had recovered from the 
shock of the unprecedented proceeding, there 
wae a ripple of laughter. 

“One moment,” said Judge Egan in some con- 
fusion, for he was taken aback by the boldness 
ofthe thing. But Mr. Wells was not to be in- 
timidatod, and he stepped toward the witness 
stand, where Mr. Walsh was sitting, as though 
to take him dead or alive and ‘carry him off to 
the Hall of Representatives. The Deputy Sher- 
iff had begun to move forward, and a conflict 
was imminent, when Judge Egan discharged 
Mr. Waish fromthe stand, and the court ad- 
ourned for the noon hour, Mr. Walsh and Mr. 

ells proceeding at once to the Capitol. 

In both houses of the Legislature the proceed- 
ings were sensational. 

In the Senate, on motion of Senator Sanborn 
to refer the whole matter to the District Court, 
Senator Donnelly said: 

“ We are supreme, and if we are supreme why 
should we go with beggarly mien and tattered 
garb to the little court of Ramsey County? It 
bas nothing to do with us, any more than we 
have to do with it. There would be as much 
sense, and wore, in its coming to us to have its 
jurisdiction defined, for we created it. We are 
the law-making power; it is the law-interpreting 

wer. 

“ We sent for papers and seized them, as the 
resolution instructed, and I cannot understand 
why these quibbles should be raised in defense 
of an iniquitous gang of thieves and marauders. 
And now they want us to give the books baok. 
Mr. President, we propose to hold on to these 
booke unless this Legislature deserts us, and if 
it does, then every man will have to bear the 
record of infamy upon his back during the rest 
of his life. 

“Why, Sir, it would take very little for the 
people of this State to cause the members of 
this iniquitous combine to dangle from lamp- 
posts. as the august Senator from Ramsey 
no respect for the body to which he helongs, 
that he should go, with craven breath and beg- 
garly mien, and prostrate himself before the 
little court of Ramsey County! Let that Judge 
dare to put his hands on aman of the House, 
andl hope thatthis Legislature will impeach 
him so quick that it will make his head swim.”’ 

The Sanborn resolution was defeated, receiv- 
ing only three affirmative votes. 

The House of Representatives also worked 
itself into a frenzy, and was just cetting ready 
to bring impeachment proceedings againet 
Judge Egan when it learned that he had re- 
leased Representative Walsh, Sergeant at Arms 
Smout, and other officers of the House, and de- 
cided that the court had nothing to do with the 
combine’s books and could not compel any 
member of the Legislature to produce them. 

Of course, this leaves the legislative commit- 
tee victorious, and that body will proceed with 
all possible haste with ite evidence and bring it 
before the Grand Jury of St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis with the view of securing indictments 
for qgiminal conspiracy. 





THE RHODE ISLAND SLATES,

READY FOR THE PARTY CONVENTIONS 
TO BE HELD TO-DAY. 


PROVIDENCE, R.L, Maroh 20.—The conven- 
tions of the Republican and Democratic Parties 
for the nomination of State officers for the eleo- 
tion April 5 will be held here to-morrow. 

The Republicans will renominate the present 
Governor, D. Russell Brown, and will name 
Senator Edwin R. Allen of Hopkinton, a repre- 
sentative of the agricultural interests, for Lieu- 
tenant Governor. 

Tne second election for members of Congress 
will occur on the same day as the State contest, 
and the present Lieutenant Governor, Melville 
Bull, is his party’s nominee in the First Dis- 
trict. 

Charles P. Bennett, Assistant Secretary of 
State, will be nominated for Secretary; Edward 
Cc. Dubois for Attorney General, and Samuel 
Clark, the present incumbent, for General 
Treasurer. 

The ticket is a fairly good one and will com- 
mand the party strength. 

The Democrats will have the most harmonious 
convention they have known in years. The 
factions have been brought together through 
the instrumentality of National Committeeman 
Honey, and the ticket selected is a strong one. 
Itis headed by David 8. Baker, whose selection 
a year ago was urged by the wiseheads of the 
party, but was rejected by the bosses. 

He is a Cleveland Democrat, and was District 
Attorney for the State during the President's 
former Administration. He will have a strong 
independent following. 

Dalton E. Young, one of Newport's brightest 
and most popular men, will be the nominee for 
Lieutenant Governor, and John J. Heffernan 
and Clarence A. Aldrich will be selected for 
Secretary of State and for Attorney General. 
Either John G. Perry or Thomas Spencer will 
be nominated for General Treasurer. All these 
are well-known and tried men. 

The indications are thatthe battle for the 
Legislature will be closely fought, with good 

rospects for the Democrats securing a major- 

ty on joint ballet. There is no possibility of 
their securing coptrolinthe Senate under the 
present antiquated Conatitution. 

The part sue is a Constitutional Conven- 
tion, and the Democratio platform will declare 
strongly in favor of it. enry Astor Carey will 
make his début in Rhode Island politics to- 
morrow, baving been chosen a delegate to the 
Democratic State Convention.

A CUSTOM HOUSE SCANDAL, 


A COLLECTOR WITH A RECORD AR- 
RESTED FOR EMBEZZLEMENT. 


Tacoma, Washington, March 20.—Deputy Col- 
lector of Custome C. A. McLellan was arrested 
at Blaine on Saturday on a charge of embez- 
ziing $97, duties collected. United States Deputy 
Marshal Delanty of Seattle made the arrest on 
information furnished by Secret Service Detect- 
ive Fisher. McLellan was brought down in the 
train yesterday, and while the Marshal was at 
luncheon at Whatcom, and the prisoner was in 
charge of Fisher, the train pulled out, leaving 
Delanty behind. 

The train was held for him at Fair Haven, but 
meantime McLellan made a bold break and 
jumped off the train. He was seized by Fisher 
and a tussle followed. MoLellan would have es- 
caped had Fisher not drawn arevolver and 
covered him. It was an exciting scene. Mo- 
Lellan swore he would escape, but Marshal 
Delanty goon arrived. ’ 

MoLellan has been kept in office against the 
repeated remonstrances of Republicans and 
citizens of Blaine. Exposures of the wholesale 
importation of Chinamen into the United States 
set people to talking, and the air was full of ru- 
mors of what this one and that one kuew re- 
garding the alleged smuggling. The Collector 
absented himself so often from his post, visit- 
ing relatives at Whatcom, that people ceased to 
note his presence or absence. ow tbat he has 
been arrested there are some who say there was 
a@ strange coincidence in the dates of the al- 
leged snuggling and the absence of the Collect- 
or from his post.

KRUPP’S MONSTER GUN SAFE AT 
BALTIMORE IN A STEAMER’S HOLD. 


SPECIAL MACHINERY RIGGED TO RAISE 
THE PEACEMAKER FROM HIS SNUG 
BERTH — ON THE TRIP TO THE 
WORLD’S FAIR GUN AND CAR WILL 
WEIGH 445,000 PpouNDs. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Mareh 20.—Herr Krupp’s 
124-ton gun, designed to instruot, edify, and 
amaze the visitors to the World’s Fair, is not 
yet on American soil. It is resting snugly to- 
night inthe holdof the British steamer Lon- 
quiel, which brought it from Hamburg and 
which istied up at the pierof the Maryland 
Steel Company at Sparrow’s Point. As THE 
New-York Times has told, the Lonquiel 
reached her destination on Saturdays night 
It was proposed to unload her as speed- 
ily as possible, but it proved to be a case 
of making haste slowly. Besidesthe big gun 
the ship’s hold contained many other Krupp 
exhibits, weighing scores of tons apiece. To 
handle such weights expeditiously the steel 
company had erected huge shears operated by 
hydraulic power and calculated to be able to 
land the enormous cannon in no time, but the 
apparatus had to be tested, and so it happened 
the greater part of the day was devoted to pre- 
paring for these experiments. 

The shears are novelties in their way. They 
are set at the very end of Sparrow's Point, 
where they can get at a vessel’s cargo most 
handily. They tower 120 feet in the air, high 
above the masts of the Lonquiel. Two legs of 
the machine are pointed at the edge of the pier, 
while from their meeting place at the top a 
third and movable leg stretches back to a three- 
story wooden structure, packed with elaborate 
hydraulic machinery for moving the contriv- 
ance and its burdens. Under the sliding lex is 
a curious-looking box for the operator, who 
looks out from a perch under the curve of what 
might have had the crestof a eos helmet 
for its model 

Four levers give him control of the machine. 
From a huge pulley block, 100 feet in the air, a 
dozen steel ropes stretch down to another 
block, under which hangs a hook, which looks 
stout enough to back up the Equitable Building 
if need should arise for such a feat. The shears 
and their appliances weigh about 100 tons, and 
have a lifting capacity of 130 tons or more. Be- 
neath this hook, and resting upon a foundation 
of foot-square timbers and heavy railway sleep- 
era to-day, was the weight to be, and, in testing 
the shears, 325 steel rails, each weighing S60 
pounds, and with the chains about them making 
& total weight of about 138 tons, were ready to 
be lifted. 

The rails were packed closely in thirteen lay- 
ers of twenty-five rails each, and formed a 
nearly solid body 30 feet long, @ little leas than 
6 feet wide, and a littie over 7 feet high. Work- 
men were busy allday preparing for the test, 
but the shears are new, and their work was not 
completed until nightfall It is proposed tolift 
the rails to-morrow and then to tackle the 
steamer’s freight, The latter operation may 
not begin before Wednesday. 

The Loquiel lay to-day with her nose close to 
the steel company’s pier and her stern well out 
from the pilings, for she is not to be swung into 
the dock until the tests with the shears have 
been completed. A narrow gangplank stretched 
uP from the pier to the rail of the steamer just 
aft the forecastle. here was no guard rail or 
rope, and the slope was suflicient to give an ac- 
cldent insurance agent nervous prostration. 
Nevertheless, no accidents happened, the 
persons who boarded the vessel tak- 
ing reasonable care in their trip from the 
shore and coming back with «a great 
deal more. Half a dozen.men, for extra se- 
eurity, made the return journey on their haus 
and knees, backing down the plank at the ex- 
pense of much dignity and considerable lan- 
guage of an extra hazardous character con- 
sidering the depth of water below them. 
Several young women.climbed up and down the 
slope gracefully and fearlessly, in marked con- 
trast to the methods of two or three men who 
tried to slide down to land as a boy descends 
the banisters, but who finished the trip with an 
anguished expression and went away thought- 
ful, knowing too late that the gang plank was 
sliver side up. 

The Loquiel ia a typical British freighter, 
owned in Cardiff, schooner rigged, broad 
beamed, and rather dingy. She is a little over 
1,000 tons register. Her one bitof gay color is 
on the smoke stack, where she sports two red 
bands and a red ball ona white background. 
She took four weeks to get here from Hamburg, 
taking a southern course, fighting gales to the 
Azores and then having fair weather. It was a 
rough trip, but uneventful, and the bad weather 
was endurabie, for, as her skipper, Capt. Will- 
jamson, puts it, “If it was always pleasant 
everybody would go to sea and there would be 
too many in the business.” 

On board the steamer little had been done 
to-day except to remove the hatches, whieh are 
immensely large. In fact, their size led to the 
choice of the ship to carry the unwieldy Krupp 
consignment. From the foremast back to the 
house amidships the hold was laid open. The 
cargo space was packed with consummate 
skill, but it looked like a boiler shop gone to sea 
in a hurry. Huge cylinders, in which a man 
could stand upright, rested on cases of heavy 
timber containing parte of the machinery for 
handling the great gun. Under them were 
armor plates, and showing here and there 
through the crevices of the upper layers were 
the cannon which form the nucleus of the 
Krupp exhibit. 

Little could be seen of the prize wonster. 
Close up to the rear bulkhead ite breech showed 
from under other freight, half a dozen feet of its 
thickest section being visible. At the bottom of 
the hold it looked a bit like a section of aquo- 
duct. The metal bad a dull surfaceand this 
glimpse of tne big gun was a tritle disuppoint- 
ing, for it was hard to appreciate how great the 
diameter really was. But big it was, undenia- 
ee so big that the part of the gun in sight 
might have passed for one of the boilers which 
a four-horse truck sometimes tries to move 
through New-York streets. 

Luckily a better idea of the length was to be 
had. Walking to the forehatoh and peering into 
the gloomy cavern about the footof the fire- 
wart one could see the muzzle of the weapon 
stowed away with boxes all aboutit. A round 
wooden plug, witha big white paper upon it, 
made the business-end of the gun look some- 
thing like the head of a flour barrel, but the 
visitor could see that it was a long etretch from 
the barrel to the boiler. When he looked at the 
forty-tive-foot main hatohway, and was told that 
the gun was over two feet longer than the open 
space, he began to realize what avast amount 
of steel must be lying down there in that one 
agent of destruction. 

Oluse beside the breech of the great gun the 
end of a ram appeared. It looked like two over- 
grown ralis, put tegether base to base. On the 
other side were three more cannons, great guns 
of course, but outclassed by their neighbor. 
One was alittle fellow of sixty-two tons, an- 
other was a trifler of forty-three tons, a third 
trailed along with thirty-one tons of steel be- 
tween its breech and muzzle, another regiatered 
twenty-two tons. and the sixtg™ was a small 
handy weapon, which wae stored away aft out 
of — Projectilesfor the guns were packed 
in all convenient places, and around the muzzle 
of the monster were a dozen of the four-foot 
2,700-pound balls whioh it uses in its business, 

The exhibits for defensive warfare, plates 
ranging from sixteen to sixty-five tonsin weight, 
some of which bad heen under fire, were out of 
sight in their casings, but in the foreheld wore 
wheela, cylinders, and the other accessories 
needed to complete the exnibitof big cannon 
and their mountings. On the cargo list. were 
571 packages, every one of them containing a 


[-- ofthe Krupp show for Chicago. On the 
i 


st were propellers, a-boiler plate 68 feet Jong, 
a shaft 75 feet in length which had to be 
stowed on the deck aft, chairs, steel tires, 
wagons, a locomotive “crank axle, centrifu- 

al pumps, the weight of the whole col- 
ecting being a trifle over 1,000 tons. With 
such a cargo, the risk of anything going adrift 
on the voyage was not to berun, and every- 
thing was stowed in the most vareful fashion, 
heavy beams, chains, and wedges were used so 
well that not a package shifted on the run, and 
the vessel eame into port in as good shape as 
she started. She had a alight list to port, but 
her load line was high out of water. 

The loading of the big cum was quickly done 
at Hamburg. 

A 170-ton crane transferred it from the pier 
to the hold in about an hour, but it took the 
reat of the day to shore up the monster secure- 
ly. Altogether the steamer was sixteen days in 
the German port, ard she js lixely to be here 
about as long. 

The car which is to carry the big gun to Chi- 
cago is stored in a corner of the steel com- 
pany’s yard, and is almost as much of & cu- 
Tiosity as the freight, it isa bu;<e affair, which 
looks like nothing else on wheels. The stout, 
flat cars run up to within ten feet of one an- 
other, and connected by 8 supers 
atyle a bridge and having 80 
the appearance of a section of elevated 
pa down at the ends make up the chariot on 
which Herr Krupp’s masterpiece is toride to 
Chicago. As the machine stood on a curving 





sidetrack to-day one had an excellent oppor- 
tunity to inspect it. Itis particularly rich on 
wheels. There are thirty-two of them in all. 
Each of the flat cars has sixteen, arranged on 
two eight-wWheel trucks, which work on pivots. 
Further play for curves is allowed by the at- 
tachments of the bridge to the oars, like the 
seat of attachment the small boy usesin his 
bob sled. 

The p bapa, of meeting the twists in the 
railroads appears to have been met. Thereisa 
lavish equipment in the way of brakes. An old- 
fashioned hand affair sticks up on each of the 
fiat cars, while every wheel bas its automatic 
brake to be worked from the engine. The 
couplings and buffers are of the most massive 
description. In fact, there is a bigness about 
all parts of this railroad gan carriage which is 
impressive, and: it looms up alongside other 
oars as Jumbo used to tower above all the 
other elephants in Mr. Barnum’s menagerie. 
When in position on the oar the gun will rest on 
several stout partitions bullt of heavy steel 
and scalloped out to sult the varying diameters 
of the different sections of the engine of war. 

Gun and car together will Bows a burden of 
445,000 pounds on the rails. his is the way 
the total will be made up: Weight of gun, 
270,000 pounds;.. weight of bridge, 47,000 
youses: weight of each flat car, 64,000 pounds. 

o the lay observer it looks very much as if the 
Krupp rifle on its travels would strike as hard a 
blow in case of a collision as would be inflicted 
by its four-foot projectile discharged in ortho- 
dox fashion against an enemy’s defenses. The 
gun in place on its ‘carriage will tower 
up a good deal higher than the roof 
or an ordinary vox car. Its rather 
dull steel color will admirably  con- 
trast with the hue of its vehicle, which is 
painted in the peculiar reddish-brown in high 
favor with the Pennsylvania Road, from whose 
Altoona shops it was turned out. Big white 
letters on the sides of the bridge give the de- 
tails of the weight of the carriage and cargo for 
the edification of those who may see the Krupp 
train on its travela to the World’s Fair. 

The tests with the shears promise to be im- 
portant. The machine is a complete novelty, 
and in lifting ability it has only two rivals in 
the country, one at the Cramps’ yards in Phila- 
delphia, the other at_the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 
Its task is considerauly greater than that of the 
machine which lifted the English engine the 
other day in New-York.

Upon reading 
the very interesting story from Sa@m Francisco in 
this morning’s NEw-YORK TIMEs telling what 
the Examiner of that city did in the interest of 
honesty ana fair play toward the adverttsing 
public, the managers of the New-York news- 
paper are reported to have held a coancil and 
to have reasoned among themselves that this 
was a good thing for their newspaper to do, and 
the order was immediately given to huntup 
some member of the Legislature who would be 
dupe enough to introduce a bill based upon the 
California law. 

Mr. Percival Farqubar is reported to have 
been selected to bear the burden which it ia 
proposed to heap upon him. He, it is said. has 
been selected to introduce the bill. He did not 
come to Albany this evening, but is expected 
here to-morrow, and then it remains to be seen 
whether he has yielded to the solicitation of 
the newspaper in question. 

Of course it is understood that the newspaper 
seeks to introduce such a bill not with any idea 
of having it passed, for probably it would be 
one of the firat sufferers if a penalty was im- 
posed forthe publishing of false reports con- 
cerning its circulation, but for the purpose of 
advertising itself before the public. 

The members of the Legislature who have 
heard of the scheme smile broadly when they 
think of the fukirin journalism starting out 
with the virtuous purpose of prohibiting fake 
journalism, and they say itis a case of yelling 
** Stop thief!” at the top of ita lungs.

GOV. NORTHEN WILL BRK A CANDIDATE 
FOR THE UNITED STATES SENATE, 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 20.—Goyv. Northen has 
announced that he will be in the race for Sena- 
tor Colquitt’s seat next year. It seems to be 
taken for granted that Colquitt is serving his 
last term ond thateven were hein good health 
his opposition to the renomination of Mr. Cleve- 
land would lose him the support of those who 
made his previous success possible. 

Senator Colquitt entered public life in 1854 
and has been in turn a member of the 
House of Representatives, a Brigadier General 
in the Confederate Army, Governor of Georgia 
twice, and United States Senator twice. 

When his first term as Senator ended the Con- 
stitution announced that he could not be re- 
elected. Tariff reformers, however, rallied to 
his support, and he was elected over the active 
opposition of Henry W. Grady. Notwithstand- 
ing, when the Presidential canvass opened Sen- 
ator Colquitt was found on the other side of the 
fence. 

Gov. Northen has also had a remarkable 
career. He began public life as a member of 
the State Senate, but retired to private life. In 
the Gubernatorial contest of three years ago he 
was the unanimous choice of the State Conven- 
tion and was unanimously elected. For a seo- 
ond term, which he is now serving, he was like- 
wise unanimously nominated, and was elected 
by a majority of 71,000 over the Populist can- 
didate. 

This oareer of unbroken successes is looked 
upon by his friends as a sure sign that he will 
go to the United States Senate in the same way. 
Thore are others spoken of for the place, put 
they will be slow about antagonizing such an 
opponent as Goy. Northen.

THE NARONIC FOUNDERED 


ALL DOUBTS OF THE FREIGHT 
STEAMER’S FATE REMOVED. 


TWO OF HER LIFEBOATS, WITH EVI< 
DENCES OF OCCUPATION, FOUND AT 
SEA—THB STORY WHICH COMES 
FROM BREMEN—HOPES THAT SUR- 
VIVORS MAY HAVE BEEN RESCUED. 


BREMEN, March 20.-—After long-continued 
anxiety regarding the fate of the White Star 
Line freight steamer Naronic, which sailed from 
Liverpool Feb. 11 for New-York, and which had 
not since been heard of, intelligence has been 
received showing beyond any doubt that the 
vessel is lost. 

The British steamer Coventry, Capt. Wilson, 
from Fernandina Feb. 10, arrived at this port 
to-day. She reports that at 2 o’clook on the 
morning of March 4, when in latitude 42° north, 
longitude 46° west, she passed a lifeboat, paint- 
ed white, bearing the name “Naronio.” The 
boat was floating keel upward. At 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon of the same day another lifeboat 
from the Naronio was passed, This. boat gave 
evidence of having encountered heavy weather. 
The mast and oars of the lifeboat had becn 
lashed together and attached to the painter and 
then thrown overboard as a sea anchor to keep 
the boat’s head up to the wind and sea Judg- 
ing from appearances, neither of the boats had 
been long adrift. 

The locality where they were sighted is-abonut 
50 miles south of the regular steamship lane 
and 600 miles to the southeastward of St. 
John’s, N. F. 

The Coventry sailed from Fernandina on Feb. 
10, calling at Brunswick, Ga., and Norfolk, Va, 
whioh latter port she left Feb. 21, just about 
the time the Naronio was due to arrive in New- 
York. Capt. Wilson, therefore, was not aware 
that any accident had befallen the White Star 
freighter, or that she had not arrived in New- 
York. The second lifeboat was half filled with 
water. Its appearance led Capt. Wilson to be- 
lieve that its occupants had been taken on 
board some vessel, after which it was cast 
adrift. 

LIVERPOOL, March 20.—Offleers of the White 
Star Line Company hete have received the full 
report of the stesmer Coventry, which. arrived 
at Bremen to-day. That the Naronic is now at 
the bottom of the ocean cannot be disputed, but 
the cause of the disaster is, of course, still a 
matter of conjecture. It may be, judging from 
the Jatitude and longitude in which the bosts 


were seen, that the steamer struck either a 
derelict oran iceberg, though it is still rather 
early inthe season forice to be adrift so far 
south as the Banks. 

It is hoped that the mystery of the loss of the 
steamer will soon be cleared up by the landing 
at some port of members of her crew. A vessel 
which passed Deal to-day signaled that she 
had on board eleven shipwrecked people, and 
the White Star officials say there is a strong 
ena ma that they are part of the crew of the 

varonic. 


The New-York agents of the White Star Line, 
who have been hoping allalong that their miss- 
ing vessel would eventually reach port in 
safety, reluctantly admitted yesterday that 
there is now no further reason for believing 
that the big freighter is still afloat. 

The evidence that the vessel has metsome 
sort of disaster which sent her to the bottom is 
too direct and circumstantial to admitof any 
doubts on that score, and interest now centers 
on the fate of her crew. 

The local agents are not sanguine that any of 
the Naronic’s crew are on board the vessel 


which yesterday made signal on passing Deal 
thata shipwrecked crew was on board. :- They 
say that the Naronic being such an important 
vessel, the ship that picked up any of her crew 
would certainly have announced the fact. 

The agents say that the Naronic had a crew of 
about sixty people when she sailed from Liver- 
pool on Feb. 11. In addition, there were four- 
teen cattlemen, who were picked up in this city 
for the last outward voyage of the ill-fated 
vessel. No record beyond a list of their names 
has been kept The cattle bandlers were Tim- 
othy Connors, P. McEntre, James Shannon, 
James Kane, H. Larkin, P. Smith, John Watson, 
William Shaffer, James O’Hara, J. Burke, Henry 
Beney, J. Stafford, William ‘Tobin, and William 
Magee. 

The Naronio was under command of Capt. 
William Roberts. Her other ofiicers were First 
Officer G. Wright, Chief Engineer Duncan, and 
Steward J. Taylor. 

A copy of the Bremen cable was posted in the 
Maritime Exchange early in the forenoon. The 
news rapidly spread throughout the building, 
and messengers were dispatched to the White 
Star office to notify the agents. Mr. Kersey, the 
local agent of the line, had already received the 
news in a special cablegram from the home 
oftice in Liverpool. He cabled for additional 
advices. 

Many theories were advanced yesterday to 
account for the Naronio’s drifting boats, and 
numerous conjectures were made as to the 
nature of the disaster that overtook the vessel. 
It was generally admitted that a disaster of 
some sort had befallen her, but the guessers 
find themselves confronted with many diffi- 
culties when they endeavor to hazard its nature. 

Being provided with collision bulkheads, it 
is not easy to see how she could have been re- 
duced to a sinking condition by running her 
nose against an iceberg or derelict. 

The Arizoza crushed in nearly thirty fees of 
her bow against a glacial mountain, but she 
managed to reach portin safety. The effect of 
a high-powered steamship striking at full speed 
a lumber-laden derelict has yet to be deter- 
mined. But it is not thought that contact with 
an obstacle of that sort would be sufficient to 
put a vessel of the Naronio’s type ina sinking 
condition. 

It is not so very long ago thatthe Bremen 
liner Trave gave an illustration of what’a mod- 
ern steamship is capable ofinthisline. The 
Trave cut her way clean through the big sall- 
ing ship Fred B. Taylor, and was so little phased 
by the accident that she reached port on 
achedule time and had only a few scratches.and 
indentations around the bow. 

The theory that the Naronio shifted her cargo 
and capsized in a heavy sea has also to be aban- 
doned, as accidents of that sort do not leave 
time for the launching of boats, and it is con- 
clusively shown by the report of the Oaptain of 
the Coventry that one boat at least was 
launched, and thatit was not swept overboard 
from the deoks. 

This narrows the field of conjecture, and 
leaves only two perils that would have been 
likely to send the vessel to the bottom. The 
theory that finds most believers is that the 
bow of some sailing vessel cut into the Naror- 
ic’s side, and that neither vessel survived the 
collision. It is supported by the fact that a 
large spar, floating upright in the water, appar- 
ently some vessel’s topmast, has been sighted 
in the locality where the Naronio’s boats were 
seen by the Coventry. The spar could not bave 
belonged to the Naronio, as that vessel is fitted 
with steel masts, which would not have fleated. 

That a sailing vessel can deliver a fatal blow 
to a steamship if she strikes herin the righ 
part has been proved on more occasions than 
one. One of the most notable instances was 
that of the Oregon, which was sunk by collision 
with a schooner, 

Another conjecture. which has an element o 
probability about it, is that the machinery of 
the Naronic became disabled, and that her 
thrashing eugines pounded a hole in her sides 
before they could be stopped. 

The Naronio was one of the largest freight- 
carrying steamships afloat. She registered 
6,594 tons, and measured 470 feet in length, 5% 
feetin breadth, with a thirty-five-foot depth of 
hold. She was fitted with two sets of triple- 
expansion engines, driving twin screws. The 
vessel was especially equipped for the trans- 
portation of live stock and had accommodations 
for 1,050 head of cattle. 

She was launched from the shipbuilding yards 
of Harlan & Wolffin April, 1892. Her contract 
price was $550,000. The cargo she carried was 
@ miscellaneous one and was valued at $525,- 
000. Her loss will be a heavy biow to the un- 
derwritera, At last quotations 80 guineas per 
cent. was being demanded forreinsurance. The 
term, as expisined by marine insurers, means 
that the underwriters asked a rate of 80 guineas 
for every £1,000 of value they insured. Three- 
eighths of 1 per cent. was the original rate of 
her insurance.

DRAWING FOB OPERA BOXES, 


SUBSCRIBERS TAKE PART IN AN INTER- 
ESTING LOTTERY. 


Thirty-five subscribers to the new Metropol- 
itan Opera House steck went to the rooms of 
the Vaudeville Club in the Opera House Build- 
ing yesterday, and lote were drawn for the 
thirty-five parterre boxes. 

The drawing was a private one. After it was 
over the result was announced. It was also 
announced that the Opera House had been 
leased to Henry E. Abbey.

She 
read some interesting letters from two Indian 
girls now studying in Beston, who hope to make 
that city their home.

‘SENATE REFUSES. TO TAKE IT 
AWAY FROM THE COMMITTEE. 


ALBANY, March 20.—*Twenty thousand was 
too much forme.” This was the exclamation 
of Senator McMahon, (Dem., New-York,) after 
the failure of a motion to discharge the 
Committee on Miscellaneous Corporations from 
further consideration of his bill creating a 
State Board of Telephone Commissioners, Four 
Senators voted in the affirmative—McMahon 
and Brown, (Dem., New-York,) O’Connor, (Rep., 
Broome,) and Mullin, (Rep., Jefferson.) 
Twenty-three Senators voted against the propo- 
sition. 

As the galleries were filled with an admiring 
audience, the Senators grasped the opportunity 
tounocork their oratory. Senator McMahon gave 
& history of telephone legislation and of the ef- 
forts of the Board of Trade and Transportation 
to modify the existing rates for telephones. 

He held that the rate of $240 tor New-York 
and Kings Counties was excessive. The tele- 
phone monopoly was a monopoly of monopolies, 
and business men could not avoid it as they 
could coal and lighting. : 

Senator Plunkitt, (Dem., New-York,) Chair- 
man of the committee in control of the bill, 
suggested that the matter be delayed until to- 
morrow morning, whens time could be fixed 
for. a hearing, but Senator MoMahon refused. 
The former then maintained that no demand 
existed for lower rates. New-York was big and 
rich and could avord to pay the rates. 

Senator O’Connor declared tbat enough hear- 
ings were granted last year. Was the State at 
the mercy absolutely of monopolies! After a 
desultory dissussion the Senate ref to take 
the bill away from the committee. 

The efiective work which Congressman Ashbel 
FB. Fitch put in against the Cantor (Dem., New- 
York,) bill to drive trucks off of Fifth Avenue 
was demonstrated to-night in the Assembly 
when the Black Horse Cavalry mounted and 
made a savage charge against the bill 

The Captains were Dinkelspiel, McManus, and 
O’Connor of New-York. H is not been for 
Hamilton Fiah, Jr., who said that in the ab- 
sence of Mr. Farquhar, (Dem., New-York,) who 
had oharge of it, no hostile action should be 
taken, the bill) would have been killed. It was 
ordered to third reading. *‘ We will kill it then,” 
cried the cavalry. 

Mr. Bullivan, from the Committee on Com- 
meroe and Navigation, reported a humorous 
amendment to Mr. Smith’s bill forbidding the 
selling or weoese ot hoopskirte.

Mr. Ryder’s bill providing for the employment 
of convicts in improving the public highways of 
the State was ed, as was Mr, Farquhar’s, 
providing fer the removal of the Forty-second 
Street reservoir and the addition of the site to 
Bryant Park.

AN OLD APPROPRIATION AVAILABLE 
FOR BUILDING THE PIER. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—The Navy Depart- 
ment people have taken up the subject of the 
iron pier at Pago Pago, Samoa Last December 
bids were opened for an iron-and-steel pier at 
the eoaling station at this harbor. The lowest 
bid was that of the Coronado Foundry Com- 
pany of San Diego, Cal, in the sum of $84,697. 

Secretary Tracy, afew weeks before he with- 
drew from the department, formally rejected 
the bids, for the reason that there did not appear 
to be enough meney availabie for the work of 
construction. A partef the sum appropriated 
by Congress for the maintenance and equip- 
ment of coaling stations had been expended for 
coal, and not emough remained to enter intoa 
contrect for building the pier at Pago Pago. 

The discovery has been made of an old appro- 
priation which, it is Ley ea may be made use 
of. If this money which has in times past been 
set asidefor coaling stations, can be used for 
the work at Pago Pago, it is likely that Secre- 
tary Tracy’s action in rejecting the bids re- 
cently received will be annalled and a contract 
awarded.

There is something grotesque in the 
squabbles of the Republican Senators and 
Democratic Senators over the “ patron- 
age” of that body.

Rhode Island disturbs the general serén- 
ity of things by starting upon a political 
canvass with the opening of Spring. The 
State election occurs on the 5th of April, 
and both parties hold their nominating con- 
ventions at Providence to-day. The tickets 
seem to be “cut and dried” this year, and 
everything is apparently harmonious. The 
Republicans will renominate Gov. BROWN 
and Treasurer CLARK, and name Senator 
EDWIN R. ALLEN for Lieutenant-Governor. 
Assistant Secretary of State CuaRLes P. 
BENNETT for Secretary of State, and 
Epwarp C. Dusois for Attorney General. 
The Democratic ticket can be predicted 
beforehand with the same certainty. The 
candidates will be Davip 8. Barker for 
Governor, Darton E. Youne fer Lieu- 
tenant Governor, JoHN L He¥FERMAN Sec- 
retary of State, CLARENCE A. ALDRICH 
Attorney General, and JOHN @. PERRY 
General Treasurer. The only prominent 
State issue is the question of holding a 
convention to revise the Constitution, 
which is strongly favored by the Demo- 
crats. They are thoroughly united and 
hopeful of success, and with a good ticket 
and a good cause they ought to win.

Last night Controller CampsBELy favored 
the Assembly with his report of the ex- 
penses of the World’s Fair Commiasion, 
and the commission itself is expected to 
have its account ready to-day. The Con- 
troller seems to have scrutinized the bills 
pretty closely, and some extravagant 
items he has refused to pay. There 
is evidently nothing worse than ex- 
travagance, and that appears chiefly in 
traveling expenses and hotel bills and 
some costly office furnishings for the 
district Commissioners. Some allowance 
should doubtless be made for the Commis- 
sioner who has been compelled to spend 
much time in Chicago, but Mr. HowLanp’s 
hotel bill of $173.30 for two weeks seems 
to be pretty “steep” even for that strong- 
hold of extortion. Probably the Assembly, 
after scrutinizing and criticising these 
rather loose and liberal outlays of the 
commission, will conclude to pass the 
bill allowing it $300,000 more, if it will be 
more careful in the future. There is noth- 
ing that can fairly be called scandalous in 
these extravagances, but they are not 
creditable to the business sense of the com- 
mission. 











The ofiicial announcement, by the organ 
of the German Chancellor, that the Reichs- 
tag will be dissolved if the Army bill is not 
passed substantially in the form in which 
it was introduced, is not likely to carry ter- 
ror to the body in question. It will inflict 
some annoyance, as a dissolution and a 
new election must, upon the members of 
every legislative body. But the Ger- 
man legislators were aware of the charac- 
ter of the Emperor when they took ground 
against the bill, and ran the risk of a dis- 
solution rather than support it. The most 
obvious explanation of their resistance is 
their fear thatif they did not support the 
bill their constituents would not support 
them. That is to say, that a new election 
on this issue would, in their judgment, 
bring into office a Legislature more strongly 
opposed to the Army bill than themselves. 
That is not a very good reason for dissoly- 
ing the Reichstag, for the constitutional 
issue thus evaded will be drawn more 
sharply than ever if the Army bill is intro- 
duced into a new Legislature. , 








THE PRESIDENT'S NOMINATIONS. 

The gentleman whom Mr. CLEVELAND 
has selected as Minister to France has not 
a@ particularly brilliant reputation in na- 
tional politics, though he has served a 
part of a term and one full term in the 
United States Senate as Senator from his 
native State. Mr. Eustis distinguished 
himself quite unnecessarily during Mr. 
CLEVELAND’S first term by his violent crit~- 
icism of the Administration for not giving 
enough offices, offices good enough, or giv- 
ing them sufficiently rapidly to Democrats. 
That showed a belated mind and a dull 
conception of the future of the Government 
and of his own party. Possibly he feels 
differently now, and he clearly has reason 
to feel differently in some respects. His 
general course in politics in the past has 
not been such as to designate him in pub- 
lic opinion as one whose promotion would 
strengthen the principles for which Mr. 
CLEVELAND hascontended. If he has been 
converted to those principles, he may be 
more useful in the future. Apart from this 
view of his appointment, it may be said that 
he isa man of culture and of fair ability, 
and should make a creditable though hard- 
ly an eminent representative of the United 
States in Paris. His residence in Louisiana 
and familiarity with the civil law of that 
State, which is based practically on the 
French legal system, will give him a cer- 
tain prestige. 

The nomination of ex-Chancellor Tuxo- 
DORE RUNYON of New-Jersey as Minis- 
ter to Germany is an excellent one. He 
is a jurist of the highest standing, and a 
man of varied ability, and enjoys the mer- 
ited respect not only of the people of his 
own State but of the legal profession gen- 
erally, to whom his learning, penetration, 
sound judgment, and impartial tempera- 
ment have been made known through his 
decisions, 

Mr. Joun E. Risiey of this State, who 
is named as Minister to Denmark, is a 
lawyer of this city of excellent repute in 
his profession. Heisa native of Indiana, 
and a connection of Senator VOORHEES of 
that State. Heis more than equal to the 
duties of his mission, which is an honor- 
able though not particularly difficult one. 

Judge JamMEs G. JENKINS, who is nomi- 
nated to the vacancy in the Seventh Judi- 
cial Circuit, is a native of New-York, and 
grandson of the famous Chancellor WaL- 
WORTH, but he has been acitizen of Wis- 
consin since early manhood, and a Judge 
of the United States District Court since 
1885, by appointment of Mr. CLEVELAND. 
He has a very high standing as a Judge 
and as a citizen. Among the minor appoint- 
ments, that of ex-Senator WaDE HaMPTON 
to be Commissioner of Railroads is proba- 
bly to be regarded as the recognition of 
patriotic service, for, as no one was more 
zealous on the Confederate side during the

RAILROAD EMPLOYES. 

The United States District Court for 
Northern Ohio lately granted an injuno- 
tion, on the application of the Toledo, Ann 
Arbor and North Michigan Railway Com- 
pany, to restrain Chief Arruur of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers and 
the men under his orders from interfering 
with the traffic of its road. The engineers 
and firemen of that railroad recently in- 
dulged in an unsuccessful strike to enforce 
their demands upon the company, and the 
interference with its traffic consisted in an 
effort to enforce a “ boycott” against ita 
cars upon connecting lines. Chief ARTHUR 
issued an order to engineers belonging to 
the brotherhood not to handle trains con- 
taining cars or freight from the Toledo. 
and Ann Arbor Road, and on Saturday last 
several engineers and firemen were brought 
before Judge Ricks at Toledo for abandon- 
ing their locomotivesin the junction yard 
of the Wheeling and Lake Erie Road after 
the injunction was granted, their offense 
being contempt of court in disregarding its 
order. 

These proceedings will bring to a judi- 
cial test a very important question regard- 
ing the legal obligations of railroad em- 
ployés and the power of a labor union to 
interfere with the operation of railroads. 
The law in this matter has not been very 
clearly defined, and it ought tobe deter- 
mined whether it is sufficient for the pro- 
tection of the great public interest that is 
involved in railroad transportation. There 
is no question about the moral right in the 
premises, and it is such as ought to be made 
an enforceable legal right. As has been fre- 
quently pointed out, every railroad corpora- 
tion is engaged in a public service for which 
it has to have acharter from the Govern- 
ment, and which involves certain definite 
obligations. Itis compelled to operate its 
lines without interruption, and it cannot 
refuse traftic that is offered on its estab- 
lished terms without violating its legal 
obligations and incurring penalties. Shall 
acombination of men employed by a rail- 
road company be allowed to interrupt the 
operation of the road or reject public traf- 
fic under the orders of some power that has 
no connection either with the management 
of the corporation or with the public au- 
thority ? 

It is a public right that railroad traffic 
shall go on under the charters that have 
been granted to insure the performance of 
that service. Those for whom the service 
is performed in the transportation of goods 
and the facilitating of trade have nothing 
to do with the relations between the cor- 
porations and their employés, and have a 
right to be protected from injury or loss in 
consequence of their disputes and dis- 
agreements, Nobody questions the right 
of any man to refuse to work for a railroad 
company in any capacity, and it cannot be 
maintained that a strike isa violation of 
law even on a railroad, though there ought 
to be some means of regulating that kind 
of employment so as to prevent any sudden 
or serious interference with the great pub- | 
lic interest of transportation. But the 
doctrine whieh Judge Ricks laid down to 
the engineers and firemen who were 
brought before him at Toledo was that 
while remaining in the employment ofa 
railroad company they have no right to re- 
fuse to do the work necessary to the per- 
formance of the legal obligations of the 
company. 

Almost every railroad strike of recent 
times has been accompanied by efforts to 
interfere with the traffic of one or more 
companies otherwise than by refusing to 
remain in their service. The engineers of 
the Toledo, Ann Arbor and North Michigan 
Railway Company had an undoubted right 
to leave the service of that company if they 
were not satisfied, and to try to persuade 
others not to enter its service, though not 
to prevent them from doing so by force. 
The engineers of connecting railroads had 
the same right to give up their places, 
but so long as they retained them 
they had no right to refuse to do the 
work which the public had the right 
to have done without discrimination as 
to the origin or destination of freight. It 
is an intolerable assumption that the head 
of a labor organization may command that 
certain trains, or certain cars, or certain 
freight, shall not be moved by a railroad 
corporation because some other corporation 
by which they have been previously moved 
employsmen who do not belong to that 
labor organization. If the law cannot pre- 
vent such an interference with the public 
service of transporting freight through 
the agencies chartered for the purpose, 
then there is something wrong with 
the law, and it should be better 
adapted to the protection of public 
rights and public interests. It is well 
that the questions involved in this case 
should be brought before the courts in 
order that we may know where we stand. 
Is the vast interest of railroad transporta- 
tion to be regulated and carried on for the 
benefit of the public under the authority of 
law, or is it to be liable to interruption, 
interference, and derangement at the com- 
mand of irresponsible chiefs of labor 
unions? The duties and obligations of the 
corporations engaged in this business are 
pretty| well defined, and those of their em- 
ployes ought to be equally so.

HAWAILIAN SUGAR. 

A dispatch from Washington, which we 
find in one of our contemporaries, gives 
publicity to an assertion said to have been 
made in that city by some person that 
“the withdrawal of the Hawaiian treaty 
was owing not a little to representations 
made by agents of the Sugar Trust.” It is 
assumed in this dispatch that while Claus 
SPRECKELS is on one side of this question 
the Sugar Trust is on the other, and 
the reader is advised that “it would 
be a false conclusion that the Cleveland 
Administration has adopted the views of 
the Sugar Trust and will finally be found 
against annexation because SPRECKELS is 
for it.” 

These remarks disclose a curious lack of - 
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information as to the Sugar Trust’s interest 
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relations now existing between the Trust 
and SPRECKELS. The growers of sugar on 
the islands would like to have the bounty 
provisions of the McKinley tariff applied 
to their product. The payment of a 
bounty of about 2 cents a pound would 
console them for the loss of the privileges 
which they enjoyed under the commercial 
treaty before our duty on raw sugar was 
repealed, 

But it is well known that if that bounty 
should be paid to Hawaiian planters, at 
least one-half of it would be taken by the 
Sugar Trust, for there was made last Sum- 
mer a contract by which these planters 
bound themselves to pay over to the Trust 
one half of any bounty they might receive 
under the laws of the United States. The 
Chairman of the commission from the 
islands has published the history of this bar- 
gain. We say “ atleastone-half,” for it is re- 
ported that much more than one-half 
would go indirectly to the Sugar Trust, 
owing to the nature of its investments in 
Hawaiian plantations or in a company 
which controls their output, 

As for SPRECKELS, while itis true that he 
has transferred his Eastern refinery to the 
Trust, he was, at last accounts, a joint 
owner with the Trust of the refining plant 
in San Francisco. We have not heard that 
he has surrendered his interest in that 
property, and we are inclined to think 
that he is “in harmony” with the Trust 
on the Pacific coast with respect to the 
manufacture of refined sugar and other 
things. 

We have the testimony of Mr. THURS- 
Ton, the head of the Hawaiian commis- 
sion, that the Sugar Trust has a half inter- 
est in the sum that may be paid to the 
planters as bounty if the islands should be 
annexed. It does not seem probable that 
the Trust is bitterly opposed to annexa- 
tion, and we suspect that if it has any 
opinions on this subject they do not differ 
materially from those of SPRECKELS and 
of the sugar planters on the islands, whose 
sugar it is under contract to buy for the 
next four years,

THE LOSS OF THE “NABONIC.” 


There seems now to be no doubt that the} 
steamer Naronic has been lost at sea. But 
the fact of her loss, when taken in con- 
junction with theattendant circumstances, 
is really a stronger tribute to the safety of 
the navigation of the Atlantic than the ar- 
rival, almost on as close an adherence to 
“schedule time” as oan be expected of 
railroad trains, of steamer after steamer 
every day of every week in the year. 

The Naronic was not even,a passenger 
steamer, but a freight boat, the loss of 
which involved no lives but those of her 
own crew. Ifshe had been a:sailing ship 
the fact of her being delayed, even for 
weeks beyond the time at which she might 
have been expected to complete her voyage, 
would not have excited the public curi- 
osity or have received even a casual 
mention in the newspapers. If she had 
even been a “tramp steamer” uneasi- 
ness about her would by no: means have 
begun to be ‘felt so soon as it was. 
But she happens to be the property of one 
of the great transatlantio lines—a line 
which carries with safety and\ regularity 
thousands of passengers every ‘year. The 
detention of such a ship even: for a few 
days beyond her regular time “comes home 
to men’s business and bosoms.” It makes 
them reflect that the same detention might 
have occurred to a passenger steamerof the 
same line, or of some other line,,in which 
they may happen to have been passengers, 
or in which they may have an expectation, 
ever so vague, of one day being passengers. 
Accordingly, for some weeks the delay of 
the Naronic has been a topic for the news- , 
papers and for discussion and speculation 
in conversation. The very speculation 
what can have happened‘to her is a proof 
how very safe and sure and regular travel 
upon the Atlantic has come to be. 

Now that there seems to be no question 
that she has been wrecked, the question 
what can have happened to her has noé lost 
its interest. The perils of the sea:have be- 
come very much smaller than they were a 
few yearsago. They have been so mini- 
mized that for'a well-formed ocean steam- 
ship they may be reduced to two, and:these |\ 
two are fog and tire. It is true that a 
modern steamship with her machinery\dis- 
abled would find it very difficult to work 
herself off a lee shore in.a gale of wind, but 
this predicament is very unlikely to oceur 
inthe Atlantic crossing. What has hap-. 
pened to the Naronic is, therefore, 
@ question of considerable interest, 
since we may be reasonably sure that she 
has not foundered at sea. She may have 
taken fire, or she may have come into col- 
lision in a fog or gone ashore ina fog. 
The shipmaster to whom we owe the 
tidings of her probable fate derived from 
what he saw of the condition of her drift- 
ing boats that they had been abandoned 
and notswamped. In that case, there are 
survivors who will'be able to tell the stery 
of how she was lost, and this story may 
have a valuable moral which will tend to 
reduce still further the perils of the sea,

“* JOSEPH.” 

Nobody who saw the performance of “Jo- 
seph” at the Union Square Theatre last even- 
ing could have failed to see why the farce in its 
original form has been and remains a phe- 
nomenal suceess in Paris, Firat present 
ed there in the December of 1890, 
it is still running, and at the same 
theatre. Hers, its vogue will be somewhat 
shorter, unkind things will be said about it— 
with not a few kindly ones, no doubt—and when 
hungry oblivion makes way with the vivacious 
bit of nonsense, “ Died of adaptation” will 
serve as sullicient obituary.

Having decided that making 
persuasive love to a married woman, even 
though involuntary, was inadmissible on 
our stage, he might have gone further and 
chopped out haif a dozen situations and jests 
that are really much more shocking. They 
are not particularily wicked—perhaps not 
wicked at all—but they are certainly in 
wretehed taste.

MEN NOT ENTIRELY PLEASED— 
MAXY NOMINATIONS CONFIRMED. 


WasHIxcTon, March 20.—Before the Senate 
met this morning it was rumored that a large 
number of nominations would be sent in by Mr. 
Cleveland. in sequence every Benator in 
town was in his seat when the gavel fell. 

Mr. O. L. Pruden, the Assistant Secretary of 
the President, rode to the Capitol behind a 
epanking team of Days soon after noon. He 
earried a bulky envelope containing sixteen 
nominations to prominent places under the 
Government, to say nothing of a batch of Post 
Office appointments, The list was as follows:

There were very few present who knew any- 
thing about Theodore Runyon, who was named 
for the German mission, or Mr. Risley, and 
there was a general inquiry concerning these

or x-Benator Hampton's appointment was not 
expected, but it seems tomeet with favor among 
the old-line Democrats in the chamber. A few 
of the lawyers in the body were acquainted 
with James G. Jenkins of Wisconsin, who had 
been appointed to succeed Judge Gresham on 
the Seventh Judicial Circuit bench. Those who 
did not know him and made ——- of Mr. 
Vilas (Dem., Wis.,) concerning him, were 8s- 
sured that he was a lawyer of tirst-class reputa- 
tion. 

Mr. Walter D. Dabney, having been connected 
with the Inter-State Commerce Commission, is 
quite well known to most of the Senators. The 
great majority of the names, however, were 

w to them. 
in ihe executive session which followed the 
reception of these nominations, those of Mr. 
Eustis and Mr. Hampton were confirmed with- 
out being referred to committees. This was in 
deference to Senatorial custom and excited no 
comment. 

The President evidently does not cherish any 
resentments. At all events, this is the impres- 
sion created to-night by the list of appoint- 
ments made by him to-day. Ex-Senator Eustis 
ot Louisiana, an able man, well equipped for 
the position of Minister to France, was far 
from being in sympathy with Mr. Cleve- 
land when he was last President, and to 
his efforts the Administration attributed at 
least one of the failures of the State Department 
and Mr. Bayard. Mr. Eustis was not anxious 
for the renomination of Mr. Cleveland, but he 
aad a very high opinion of his force as @ leader. 

Cleveland men in Indiana, if they may be 
yudgea by the expressions of those Indiana 
Cleveland men here, will feel as if they had been 
cebuked by the nominations of William H. Haw- 
xips for Marshal and Frank P. Burke for 
District Attorney. Burke was one of the prom- 
inent anti-Cleveland men of indiana, according 
to Representative Bynum, who had joined with 
editor Morss of the Indianapolis Seniinel to 
ask the appointment of Mr. Kern, & strong 
Cleveland man, who had helped to take the 
Indiana delegation from Gray and Hall and 
give it to Cleveland. 

These [ndiana men who say they are discour- 
aged by the distribution of gifts to anti-Cleve- 
land Democrats say that Mr. Risley of New- 
york is Mr. Voorhees’s appointment, and are 
woudering if the places of Internal Kevenue 
Collectors, the pension agencies, and the other 
Federal offices in Indiana are to be given to the 
men who tried to prevent Cleveland's nomina- 
Aon. 

The Senate acted upon all of the nominations 
whioh were sent in upto Saturday except the 
ollowing: Edmund bk. Whitney of New-)\ ork to 
be Assistant Attorney General,F. P. Gayle of 
New-Mexico to be a Reeeiver of Public 
Moneys, and E. Swindiehurst and R. 
B. Brown to be Postmasters at Liv- 
ingstone, Mon. and Meadville, Penn. re- 
spectively. The explanation of the failure 
to act in the cases of Mesers. Whitney and Gayle 
s doubtiess to be found in the fact that the 
Committees on the Judiciary and Public Lands, 
which must first pass upon the nominations, 
have not yet had meetings.

TREASURY—Thomas Holcomb 


THE 


JAMES B. HUSTIS, Bominated as Minister to 
France, has been prominent in the affaira of 
Louisiana tor about thirty years. He was born 
in New-Orleans in 1834, received a classical 
education at Yale, and was admitted to the bar 
in 1856, after a course at the Harvard Law 
School. Heservedas Judge Advocate on the 
staffs of Gens. Magruder and Joe Johnston 
daring the war. While a member of the State 
Legisiature after the war he was one of & com- 
mittee sent to Washington to confer with Pres- 
ident Johnson upon the affairs of his State. He 
was a prominent tigure of the reconstruction 
movement. from 1872 to 1877 he served in 
beth branches of the State Legisiatare, and 
then was elected to the United States Senate. 
His service in that body expired March 3, 1891. 
Upon his retirement he became Professor of 
Civil Law inthe University of Louisiana. He 
has recently been engaged in the practice of 
hie profession. Mr. Eustis’s brother, George 
Eustis, Jr., was » member of Congress before 
the war, and was afterward arrested on board 
the Trent as Secretary of the Legation to France. 
George Eustis married a daughter of W. W. Cor- 
coran, the Washington banker and philapthro- 
pist. 

THEODORE RUNYON, whose appointment as 
Minister to Germany will be received with much 
satisfaction by his friends in New-Jersey, has 
been prominent in the affairs of that State for 
many years, and is universally esteemed. New- 
Jersey is his native State, as he was born in 
Bomerville, Somerset County, in October, 1822. 
Having been graduated from Yale in 1842, he 
began the study of law and was admitted to the 
bar in 1846. He practiced continuously in 
Newark until 1873, when he was appointed 
Obancellor of the State. While in the practice 
pi his profession he was for many yeare City 
Bolicitor of Newark, and distinguished himself 
otherwise. He became Brigadier General of 
the wilitia of Essex County 1n 1857, and at the 
outbreak of the war he was appointed to the 
command of the First New-Jersey Brigade. He 
did not remain long in the service, but he did 
well what he attempted, and on his retirement 
received the personal thanks of Mr. Lincoln. 
He received the brevet of Major General in 
1862, and in 1869 he was appointed Major Gen- 
eral commanding the National Guard of the 
State. lp this capacity he served until 1873. 

In 1850 he was the Democratic Presidential 
Elector and was Mayor of Newark in 1s64. The 

emocrats nominated him for Governor in 

865, but he was defeated, He became in 1873 
f mewber of the commission to prepare amend- 
mente to the Constitution of Nhew-Jersey, and 
in the same year Gov. Parker appointed him 
Chancellor. Both Wesleyen University and 
Rutgers College have honored him with the de- 


gree of LL. D. 
Jouyn Ewixc Risiey, who has been nomi- 
nated as Minister to Denmark, bas practiced 
law in this city for some years. His wife was a 
sister of Senator Daniel Voorhees of Indiana. 
That was Mr. Risley’s native State. He was 
born in Knox County, near Vincennes, fifty 
years ago. He went to Terre Haute when 4 
young man and began to practice law, and re- 
jnained there until the close of the war. Since 
residing in this city he has had various raiiroad 
steamship companies for clients, and bas 
extensively in international cases in 
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hie

In the campaign of 1884 he had a Summer 
residence at Summit, N. J., and « high in 
the couneils of the party in that State. His 
home for several years has been at New- 
Rochelle, and ip the last campalgy he organized 
and put in uniform a company kuown as the 
Risley Guards. Some of his frieuds in 1884 
were hope/uithat he might receive the appolnt- 
ment as United States District Attorney, Dut as 
soon as it was learned that obstacies were in 
the way be insisted that their efforts in his be- 
half shouid be diacontinued. Various banking 
und shipping interests in this oily urged his ap- 
poiutment to a place in the diplomatic service 
this year, and Senator McPherson of New-Jersey 
stood as his sponsor at Washington. 

James G. JENKINS Of Wisoonsia, who has 
been nominated to be United States Cirguit 
Judge for the Seventh Judicial Circuit, is a 
native of this State, having been born at Sar- 
atoga in 1834, He came of good stock, bis 
iather having been a cousin of Gen, Worth 
and his mother the daughter of Chancellor 
Walworth Mr. Jenkins was admitted to the 
practice of the Jaw in this city, both in the State 
and United States courts, in 1855. Two years 
later he went to Milwaukee,and was City At 
torney there from 1863 to 1807. The Demo- 
crats nominated him for Governor of Wisconsin 
in 1879, and he reduced the Kepublican major- 
ity. In 1885 Mr. Oleveland appointed Mr. 
Jenkins as Judge of the United States District 
Court, & position that he has since occupied. 
He is held in very high esteem throughout the 
Northwest. 


WaLrer D, DABNEY, nominated for Solicitor 
for the Departmentof State, comes of a fain- 
ily that has long been honored in Virginia. 
Upon the creation of the Inter State Commerce 
Commission, Mr. Dabney became its law elerk, 
and acquitted himself with very great credit. 
He appeared before Judge Gresham in Chicago 
some time ago as the representative of the com- 
mission in @ case then on trial. There he made 
ao good an impression that Judge Gresham re- 
membered him, and, as soon as the new Admin- 
istration came into power, the Secretary of 
State took pains to find Mr. Dabney and offer 
him the position of Solicitor for the Depart- 
ment. 

Gen. WapDE Hampton of South Carolina, nom- 
inated by the President to be Commissioner of 
Railroads, is one of the best known men in the 
Seuth. He has always been prominently iden- 
tified with the interests of that section, as were 
his father and grandfather before him. Hav- 
ing been graduated from the University of South 
Carolina, he took up a course of study of the 
law, but not with the view of yoo it, his 
purpose ee to equip himself thoroughly for 
public life. When a very young man he entered 
the South Carolina Legislature and distin- 
guished himself there especially because of his 
tirm stand against reopening the slave trade. 
His public career at that time did not interfere 
with the pursuit of his interests as a planter in 
South Carolina and Mississippi. 

At the outbreak of the war he enlisted as a pri- 
vate, but soon afterward he recruited a body of 
infantry, cavalry, and artillery, which as 
known as Hampton's Legion. He distinguished 
himself at Bull Run, in the Peninsula campaign, 
and at Seven Pines. In 1862 he became briga- 
dier General, a Major General in 1:63, and a 
Lieutepant General in 1564. His services in 
the war were brilliant and effective. After the 
surrender of Lee he accepted the situation in 
good faith and returned to his plantation. The 


Democrats of his State nominated him 
for Governor in 1876 against Daniel 
H. Chamberlain. Both candidates claimed 


the election, but Gen. Chamberlain finally 
felded. Gen. Hampton lost aleg by accident 
n 1878. While be was lying ill he was elected 
to the United States Senate, and had sulliciently 
reoovered by Maren. 1879, to take his place in 
that body. jith Gen. M. C. Butler as the other 
representative of South Carolina, that State, 
from 1879 until Gen. Hampton's retirement 
in 1891, was represented by only two sound legs 
in the United States Senate. Gen. Hampton's 
course in the Senate was such as to commend 
him to general favor. 

THoMAS HoLcomB of Delaware, appointed 
Fifth Auditor of the Treasury, is @ man ferty- 
eight years of age and has been a lawyer all his 
life, This will be his first office. He is charac- 
terized as a manof strong parts, highly edu- 
cated, and one of the most respected men of his 
State. He has always been active in politics, 
so far as &@ aD not a professional politician can 
be active. He was indorsed by the peeple of 
his State unqualifiediy for the place, and the 
appointment meets the approval of the Democ- 
racy and the State delegation in Congress. 

OHARLES E. CLARK, who is appointed Postmas- 
ter of Matawan, N. J., is a son of Sheriff Clark of 
Middlesex County. He is about forty-five years 
old, and has been a worker for the Democratic 
Party for a number of years. Heis not en- 
gaged in business, being reported to be quite 
wealthy. By some Democrats the appointment 
is looked upon favorably, while there are others 
who ciaim that another man should have re- 
ceived it. The factional fights among the Dem- 
ocrate have created strife in Matawan, as well 
as in other townships in Monmouth County. 
The Blodgett faction at present seems to be on 
top. Mr. Clark is a great personal friend of 
State Senator Henry 8. Terhune. Senator Ter- 
hune is a nephew of the Hon. Henry Stafford 
Little, and Mr. Little is one of the Blodgett 
leaders in New-Jersey. The inference is, there- 
fore, that the appointment of Mr. Clark was se- 
cured through the influeuce of the Blodgett 
people, and the only objectors are those who 
are opposed to that faction. There were four 
or five other candidates for the position. Mr. 
Clark is a thoroughly capable man. 

Ernest P. BALDWIN, nominated to be First 
Auditor of the Treasury, was Deputy First 
Auditor under Mr. Cleveland during his first 
term and was very highly spoken of by Secre- 
tary Fairchild. He is aman of about forty-five 
years, and since his retirement from oftice four 
years ago has been engaged in the real estate 
and law business at Laurel, Md., and editing 
the Laurel Yemocrat. Heisa lawyer and was 
a member of the Missouri Legisiature, from 
which State ne was appointed by Mr. Cleveland 
during his first Aaministration. Among his in- 
dorsere for the present place were ex-Secretary 
Fairchild and Mr. Gorman, the latter being his 
warm personal friend and fellow-townswan.

BELIEF THAT MR. COUDERT WILL BE 


OFFERED THE ENGLISH MISSION. 


WASHINGTON, March 20,—Secretaries Gresham 
and Lamont were with the President until late 
to-night, and itis understood that the result of 
this conference will be the transmission to the 
Senate on Wednesday of a list of nominations, 
including that of Minister to England. While it 
cannot be absolutely stated that Mr. Coudert 
will be offered the English mission, it is under- 
stood that he will be asked to take it. 

There does not seem to be any reason for ex- 
pecting an immediate production of a list of 
New-York appointments. That they will come 
along before the close of the session the Presi. 
dent has given several visitors reason to assume, 
but that they will be fully considered before 
they are made there need be no sortof doubt. 
And the disposition of the New-York Senators, 
which proves to be amicable rather than com- 
bative, holds out the belief that, whatever the 
nominations may be, they will be very promptly 
contirmed. 

There is nothing in the list of nominations to- 
day to lead anybody to suppose that the Presi- 
dent has accepted a “slate”’ of New-York ap- 
pointments from anybody or representing any 
organization. The object will bein filling the 
Post Office and the Custom House and other 
large offices to select the men who will dis- 
charge the duties of the offices to the satisfac- 
tion of the men who have business with them, 
rather than to the gratification of the politi- 
cians who live by them. : 

State Senator Charles P. McClelland of New- 
York reached Washington to-night. After put- 
ting his name on the Arlington register he dis- 
appeared, and was notseen again until a very 


late hour. Although Mr. McClelland’s ap- 
plication for the position of Collector of 
the Port of New-York is still on file in 


the appointment division of the Treasury 
Department, it is ruinored to-night that 
there is @ strong possivility that he will be 
made an Assistant Secretary of the Treasury. 
Mr. McClelland has said nothing that would 
lead to this belief. There has been a marked 
scarcity of talk to-day regarding the New-York 
Collectorship. Neither the friends of the Presi- 
dent nor members of the New-York machine 
seem to haye any “ inside” information con- 
oerning it. 

The big book at the Treasury, in which is re- 
corded the names of every applicant for office 
under the control of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, received but few names to-day of New- 
York men who desire recognition at the hands 
of the new Administration. James Bb. Hurd 
of Jersey Oity sent in his name for con- 
sideration in connection with the New-York 
Collectorship. Oppesive his name ‘Was writ- 
ten “ Indorsed y friends,’”’ which caused 
the gentleman who made the entry to remark 
that Mr. Hurd was evidently a joker. William 
Hess of Buffalo wants to be made Collector of 
the Port of Buffalo. O. H. Garrett of Coeymans 
has expressed his desire in due form to be Col- 
lector at Albany. George W. Albright of Eut- 
falo wishes to be made achief of the customs 
division of the Treasury Department. 

New-Jersey forged to tle front to-day asa 
seeker after patronage. F. J. Headly of Milton 
applied tobe made chief of a division in the 
Treasury. E. H. Reynolds of Newark asked to 
be retained as Collector of Customs of that 
port. W. B. Beach of Eatontown applied for 
the Perth Amboy Cellectorship. Peter Bonett 
of Elizabeth tiled his application to be chief of 
a division, but falled to express his preference. 
F, Deab of Hoboken sont in a petition asking 
Tor his employment as Speesial Treasury Agent. 
Jobn J. Sell of West Orauge wants to be Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue for the Fifth New- 
Jersey District, and John J. Kromer of Wood- 
bury would lige to act in a similar capacity in 
the First District.

NO OCCASION FOR WRATH, 












A RIDICULOUS 8TORY ABOUT A DIS8- 
CHARGED TREASURY CLERK. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—The New-York Sena- 
tors have had a good laugh to-day over a ridi- 
culous story which appeared in a New-York 
morning paper to the effect that Tammany was - 
about to rise in its wrath and demolish the 
Treasury Department, for the alleged reason 
that four Democratic employes had been dis- 
charged from that department without cause. 
J. J. O’Brien of New-York, one of the dismissed 
employes, Was reported to have complained to 
both of the New-York Senators and to the Tam- 


many members of the New-York ae 
oe ae decided to make an issue of th 
onoe. 

O’Brien was made te say that he was dis- 
charged agthe instance of Mr. Robert J. Wynne, 
who was formerly private secretary to Mr. 
Foster, and is now contidential agent of Secre- 
tary Carlisle. It was charged that Wynne ac- 
cused O’Brien of being impertinent, and that 
O’Brien’s discharge was then made out. Mr. 
Wynne, by the way, isa Republican, and this 
fact was said to be responsibie for the unusual 
feeling of the Tammany plein the matter. 
The story ended with a declaration that Sena- 
tor Murphy would call on Secretary Carlisle in 
a day or #0 and protest against the removal of 
O'Brien. Probably*the author of this story did 
not stop to reflect that Tammany has had no 
**pull” worth mentioning inthe Treasury De- 
partment in the last four years, aud that the 
assertion that Tammany men had been dis- 
charged from the Treasury would go far to in- 
validate his sensational tale. 

It turns out that Mr. O’Brien is a Republican, 
who was appointed from Massachusetts by Mr. 
Foster at the instance of Senators Hoar and 
Dawes, (Reps., Mass.) He was given a place 
in the Bureau of Engraving and Printing, but 
was discharged from it because of impertinence 
to his chief. Through his connection with the 
family of Admiral Porter O’Brien has a number 
of influential friends, and they sought to have 
him reinstated. Chief Meredith of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing declared that he 
would rather resign than submit to the indig- 
nity of seeing O’Brien in his old place. There- 
upon Mr. Foster made a place for him in an- 
other branch of the service. 

It appears that impertinence to his superiors 
is one of O'Brien's failings. He insulted his 
new chief, it is claimed, and was again die- 
charged. Although O’Brien had been guilty of 
impertinence toward Mr. Wynne on several oc- 
casions, Mr. Wynne had nothing to do with his 
removal. Itis needless to say that neither of 
the New York Senators will call on Secretary 
Carlisle “to protest about the removal of the 
New-York clerks.” If either should go at all, it 
would be out of curiosity to see “ the numerous 
Tammany men” in the department.

AFTER PENNSYLVANIA. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—There were a great 
many callers at the White House to-day, but 
none but those who had appointments with the 
President were permitted to see him. Those 
who had not notified him of their coming were 
told that Monday had been set apart for the 
consideration of matters demanding his unin- 
terrupted attention, and that no one would be 


admitted to his presence who had not previous- 
ly arranged with him for a meeting. 

William F. Harrity of Pennsylvania, Chair- 
man of the National Democratic Committee, 
and Attorney General Hensel of Pennsylvania 
were among the first who entered the Prosi- 
dent's apartments. They had come in response 
to invitations, and they remained some time. 
The object of their visit was to discuss the 
question of the Pennsylvania appointments. 
Both gentlemen are non-commnaicative to- 
night concerning the result of their visit, but 
those who understand the political situation in 
Pennsylvania say there is little doubt that they 
made satisfactory arrangements for patronage 
for Pennsylvania Democrats. 

It is said that they = the case of ex- 
Representative Levi Maish, who has been men- 
tioned for either the Commissionershbip of in- 
ternal Revenue or the Commissionerehip of Pen- 
sions. Mr. Maish wants the latter place, and 
his friends are doing their best to secure it for 
him, A number of the Pennsylvania Repre- 
sentatives have called on Messrs. Harrity and 
Hensel since their visit to the White House, 
and it is understood that they are entirely sat- 
isfied by the outlook as represented by these 
gentlemen.

WA6HINGTON, March 20.—Robert A. Maxwell 
of Batavia has not yet received his commission, 
although his nomination to be Fourth Assistant 
Postmaster General was confirmed by the Sen- 
ate to-day. He expects to receive the document 
to-morrow, and will begin work as soon as it is 
in his possession. 

Since the change in Administration about 
6,000 Postmasters in different parts of the coun- 
try have sent their resignation to the Postmas- 
ter General, and their places will have to be 
filled atonce by Mr. Maxwell.

UNCERTAIN SENATORIAL SEATS. 


WHY A RBPORT IN FAVOR OF THE THREE 
APPOINTED MEMBERS WAS MADE. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.—It is said to-night 
that the Senate Committee on Privileges and 
Elections has decided to report in favor of the 
seating of the three Senators appointed by the 
Governors of tHeir respective States—Mantle, 
(Rep., Mon.,) Allen, (Rep., Washington,) and 
Beckwith, (Dem., Wyoming.) 

The committee is said to have reached this de- 
cision after a careful examination of Section 3 
of Article I. of the Constitution, which declares 
thatifavacancy happens in the Senate ‘* by 
resignation or otherwise, during the recess of 
the Legislature of any State, the Executive 
thereof may make temporary appointment until 
the next meeting of the Legislature, which shall 
then fil) such vacancies.’ 

When the question whether these men should 
be seated first came up, it was asserted that 
they were not entitled to seats for the reason 
that the Legislatures of their States adjourned 
without filling the vacancies that were known 
to exist. It is probable that there will be fur 
ther opposition to seating them.

MR. FAIRCHILD TALKS TO THE 
BROOKLYN DEMOCRATIC CLUB. 





SHOWS ITS MEMBERS WHAT THEY CAN 
DO FOR THE CAUSE OF PERSONAL 
LIBERTY—INVIOLABILITY OF INDI- 
VIDUAL RIGHTS, HB SAYS, SHOULD 
BE THE SHIBBOLETH. 


The announcement that ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury Charles 8. Fairehild would address 
the Breoklyn Demoeratio Club attracted many 
representative citizens of the City of Churohes to 
the large hall of the Real Estate Exchange, 
Montague Street, last night. 

One of the objects of the club is to induce 
Democrats who have hitherto been indifferent to 
political duties to take an active part in polities, 
and thus to seoure the election of honest and 
capable men to public offices, and to restore and 

ure the purity of elections and of public ad- 
istration. 

It is also the purpose of the club *‘ to promote 
Democratio principles, including the goneral 
and familiar truths long cherished by the 
American Democracy, and especially the 
principles that the General Government 
shall not use ite power of taxation for the bene- 
fit of individual or olass interests; that import 
duties should be reduced to the revenue stand- 
ard; that the coin of the country shal! be intrin 
sically of the value which it nominally repre-

Mr. George Foster Peabody called the meet- 
ing to order, after which L. L. Coudert was 
elected Treasurer of the club. At 8:30 o'clock 
ex-Secretary Fairchild was escorted into the 
hall by Mr. Peabody, the Rev. Dr. Hall, Ed- 
ward M. Shepard, A. Augustus Healey, and A. 
L. Sammis. 

Mr. Fairchild’s appearance was greeted with 
hearty applause. Shortly after he took his seat 
on the platform, Mayor Boody entered the hall 
with Gen. Woodward, The Mayor took a seat 
in the rear of the hall after exchanging nods 
with two or three friends. 

Chairman Peadbody introduced Mr. Fairchild 
to the audience, after referring in highly com- 
plimentary terms to the ex-Seoretary’s services 
to his party in the last Presidential campaign. 

Mr. Fairchild spoke at considerable length. 
His references to the Chicago Convention, to 
the rights of individuals, and the duty of the 
Demoocratio Party elicited tumultuous applause. 
He spoke as foliows: 


Mk. PRESIDENT, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN: 
Itis avery great pleasure for me to come to 
Brooklyn again, for I had the pleasure of bein 
here several times before the election, an 
when I saw the returns from this ojty and 
county I felt and knew what work had been 
done here for the Democratic Party and 
what you romised in the canvass. 
Your President has apexes of events of a year 
ago, events which I believed then, as I be- 
lieve now, did have the best intiuence on the 
future of the Democratic Party. 

* We believed, many of ua, that the condition 
of things had .grown in this State to a sit- 
uation full of perile to the Democratio Party. 
We felt that something should be done to 


relieve the party from that peril We 
believed, and I believe now, that very 
much required to be done. We _  be- 


lieved that the public sentiment was there; 
we believed that the overwhelming wishes of 
the party were there, and that they only needed 
an opportunity for exgroneen to accomplish 
results which would be beneficent to the party 
and to the country. 

*“*I do not feel that what we did at the time 
required so much courage as that of which your 
President has spoken. It seemed to me so 
obvious as the only thing to do, and that 
unless something were done everything we 
hoped for would be lost; thatthe situation, so 
far as we were pesnetaliy concerned, was that 
we had everything to gain and nothing to lose. 
And, therefore, it did not require courage to take 
action. I have often compared the situation 
of the party toa pump that lacked suction. [ 
have said there was plenty of pump and plenty 
of water, but in this State there was a lack of 
suction. LApplanes,) 

“We poured some water into the pump. That 
supplied the suction, and then everything was 
complete. (Applause. | 

“Everything went on according to our fondest 
expectations. The firat culmination being that 
bight a Chicago, where out of the storm we 
came into the beautiful dawn of our full hopes 
within the party. 

“Then came that wonderful campaign which 
demonstrated so clearly the wisdom of the 

osition which had been taken by the 

Jemooratic Party—the demonstration that the 

Democratic Party in its highest principles, 
in its purest Democracy, had to become the 
goardian of the Treasury, of the hearts, of the 
hopes and the interests of the people of the 
United States. [Loud appionse } 

“ The election came with its wonderful suc- 
cess—with the whole country, in every de 
partment of Government, intrusted to the 
Democratic Party and to its manage- 
ment andresponsibility. That which was osten- 
sibly before us during the canvass; that which 
had been most talked about; that which was 
apparently the issue before the country—the 
tariff question—was in my mind always 
but a part of the issue; a part of 

the work whieh the Democratic Party had in 
hand. It was not the tariff question iteelf and 
alone; it was not the question whether there 
should be more or less protection for this or 
that industry—that was not the moving cause. 

“What started the American people, what 
produced that grand result in that election, un- 
der all the adverse circumstances, was not the 
tariff question, but was whether the principles 
underlying it, and underlying the Democracy, 
which produced the tariff questions—the prin- 
ciple of the dignity—the liberty and the in- 
dividual power of every man in the country. 

“When Democracy, iu any of ite departments, 
allows itself to suppose that its mission oan be 
aceomplished simply by the reformation of the 
tariff, itis greatly mistaken, in my judgment. 
The whole idea of government, and of govern- 
mental interference with private affairs, has to 
be changed in this country. [Great applause. } 

“ Underlying that other great question which 
agitates the minds of the people of this country 
at the present time, namely, the questien of 
money, in my judgment, is the] principle of De- 
mocracy. In my judgment the secret of our finan- 
cial and our money difficulties ia to be found in 
the fact that our poere have gone far away 
from the true prinoiples of Democracy in at- 
tributing to the general Government functions 
in connection with the money of the people, 
with which Government has no business what- 
ever, [applause,} and over which in reality it 
has no power. 

“and I[ believe that if this country will come 
to the true Democratic ideas on this subject; if 
the Democratic Party itself will go back and 
atudy this question in the light of Democratic 
prineiples, that we shall have no financial va- 
garies to trouble us in our Governmental 


airs. 

“ President Harrison, in a speech which he 
made in the Oity of Albany a few years ago, 
spoke of this money question. It was the first 

me that he gave public utterance—had 
made any declaration as to what his policy was 
toward the ourrency question. He gave the 
country to hope that he was standing between 
it and the financial legislation se far as the s1l- 
ver question was concerned, but in the ceurse 
of his speech he voiced an expression which to 
my mind showed he was utterly unsound. 

“He had beliefs as tothe powers and func- 
tions of government which were fraught with 
danger tothe money interests and currency of 
the country, because in the speech he said, ‘It 
is the doy of the Gevernment to supply the 
people with a sufficient cirulating medium.’ 

‘Now that is what every man who has an un- 
sound financial theory is be Soe J from one end of 
the country to the other. hat that is the func- 
tion and daty of the Governmentis something, 


to my mind, ucterly untrue. It is no part of the 
function of Government to supply the people 
with a circulating medium. (|Applause.} 


“And so long as that theory is maintained, 
ee so long will this country be troubled with 

ad circulating medium. 

“Furthermore, I do not believe that it is 
within the power of the Government to do this, 
I do not believe itis within the physical pover 
of the Government to °o it. be- 
lieve that the circulating medium of 
this country, and of every other which 
is good for anything, always has been, always 
must be, and alwaya will be, the production of 
the people themselves, entirely independent ef 
Government.” 

**Take this question of legal tender, and there 
is supposed to be the grand function of Fovern- 
ment itself,so far as money is concerned, to 
give as legal-tender money, and w invest 
something with a legal-tender quality and call it 
money, W by Government can give relief to 
something or another. I think if you will ex- 
amine, you will find that ail Governments have 
failed to give weise when they have invested 
anything with a legal-tender quality. 

“T think you will find, when you examine 
the histories of moneys, you san in no

“What triumph was Chicago, then, to the 
the party? What was it that brought those 
men from every part of the United States! 
What was it that filled that great hall with en- 
thusiasm through the long hours of the night? 
Was it devotion to one man? 

“No, it was notthat. No man has ever had 
the hold on the American people that would 
produce such a result as that. No, it was 
the feeling in the hearts of these mien, 
these Demoorate from all parts of the 
country, that they were opposed to all those 
who hed attempted to control the party by un- 
democratic means, by injustice, by disregard for 
the rights of individuals and majorities within 
the party.

**1 don’t know who will carry on suoh a bat- 
tle as this, but I know it must becarriedon. [ 
beliove I see around me men who are imbued 
with this spirit I believe they are all over this 
State in great numbers. I believe that their 
judgment and patriotism has but to be appealed 
to to accomplish this result.” [Applause. |

FINANCIAL AFRAIRS. 


New-York, Monday, March 20—P. M. 

The buoyancy which was the feature at the 

e on Baturday lasted only a few minutes 
ed the opening to-day. The first prices were 
enerally higher than the final figures of Satur- 
fay, but early in the day the market became 
irregular, and at the close the active list, as a 
fule, showed losses. Manhattan and New- 
England were exceptionally strong. The for- 
mer advanced on a revivalof the old stories 
that the company was to be permitted to make 
what extensions it desires on terms satisfac- 
tory to the management. New-England was 
ptrong because many people bought it believing 
that the company has seen its worst troubles, 
gnd that anything that happens now must be of 
mp favorable nature. 

Northern Pacific preferred led the decline on 
a rumor that it is proposed to issue a collateral 
trust 6 # cent. mortgage for $12,000,000. The 
amount specified is so much larger than it was 
supposed the company required that the holders 
of the stock sold it freely. Missouri Pacific de- 
clined on short sales. Erie was again weak, the 
second consols especially so, notwithstanding 
the statement of President King that the com- 
pany is doing better than last year, that the 
floating debt has been decreased, and that the 
June coupens will be paid. 

Reading stock and bonds were lower on the 
Announcement of one of the receivers that re- 
ceivers’ certificates are in preparation and will 
De issued in a few days. The Granger stocks 
were also lower, notwithstanding the decision 
pf Judge Ricks in Chicago concerning the re- 
ppensibility of railway employes in the matter 
of strikes. 

The easier rates for money brought about an 
advance in the rates for foreign exchange, and 
@ renewal of the outward movement of gold is 
Jooked for. The $500,000 which was engaged 
for to-morrow’s steamer goes on an old econ- 
tract, but nevertheless it had a disturbing infia- 
pnoe. 

The final prices were within a small fraction 
pf the lowest of the day. The principal changes 
were: Advanced—Manhattan, 249; Consolidated 
Gas, 14¢; Pullman, 144; Illinois Central, St. 
Paul and Duluth, and Rubber, each 1, and 
Bugar preferred, Colorado Fuel and Iron, Edi- 
son Illuminating, and General Electric, each %. 
Declined—Lead, 249; Columbus and Hocking

FOR JEWISH WORKING GIBLS, 


——@——— 
4 HOUSE TO BE LEASED FOR TWO 
YEARS, WHEN ONB WILL BE BUILT. 


The good results gained by the Working 
Girls’ Vacation Society some time ago came 
under the observation of Jewish women promi- 
nent in charitable work, and they began ex- 
periments slong the lines of that organization 
which have resulted in the incorporation of the 
Jewish Working Girls’ Vacation Society, whose 


purpose is to afford facilities for giving vaca- 
tions during the Summer months to Jewish 
working girls and to supply and maintain a va- 
cation house. 

The President of the society is Mra. A. L. 
Freudenthal and the Vice President is Mrs. 
Daniel P. Hays. The Directors are Alice L. 
Freudenthal, Rachel Hays, Belle F. Minzes- 
heimer, Minnie Fisher, Rachel H. Sulzberger, 
Selina Greenbaum, Helen Benjamin, Miriam G. 
Benjamin, Theresa Richman, Camille Rosen- 
baum, Theresa Lippmann, Dina OC. Levi, Sophie 
Green, Hannah Heiburn, Isabel de Sola Mendes, 
Bertha Cone, Aiice Bernheimer, Sophie Sykes, 
Bertha Woodleaf, Esther J. Ruskay, and Sophie 
Lehmaier. 

Last year the society hired a large houee at 
Bedford, near Katonah, in Westchester County, 
where during the Summer they received about 
125 young women for two weekseach. A house 
has not yet been hired for this year, but a com- 
mittee now has this matter in char, It is the 
purpose of the society to lease a large house, 
with ample grounds, within thirty miles of the 
city, for two years; after which the society ex- 
pects to build and maintain its own house. 

The same general rules and plans are observed 
in the conduct of the society’s work as in that 
of the work of the Working Girls’ Vacation So- 
ciety. with the special provision that in the 
Jewish house the Jewish dietary laws are re- 
garded. This feature is not necessary for the 
comfort of some of the beneficiaries, buf in the 
cases of young girle taken from the families of 
Russian refugees it will do away with some 
difficulties which have heretofore stood between 
these you girle and their chance for a few 
— reathing spell of fresh air in the country. 

‘he Jews from Russia are nearly all strict 
their observance of the dietary laws. 

No Je girl of respectability need pay any- 
thing for her vacation. The holiday is free to 
the destitute and déserving, but if any girl pre- 
fers not to feel herself the object of charity she 
may go to the society’s country house an ay 
only a nomWwmal sum—about $2 a week—for her 
entertainment.

Louis G. Kunz, a despondent blacksmith and 
wagon bufider, of 259 Johnson Avenue, Broox- 
lyn, shot himself twice in the head in Central 
Park Feb. 11. He was taken to the Pres- 
byterian Hospital, where he remained for over 


a month, and then was transferred to Bellevue 
Hospital, where he died Sunday morning. 

Coroner Messemer yesterday filed at the Cor- 
oner’s office the following statement: 


“In the case of Louis Kunz, who shot himself in 
Central Park, and who died in Believue Hospital 
tive days after he had been sent there from the Pres- 
byterian Hospital, after having been in the latter 
hospital for more than @ month, it is somewhat 
strange that the ball in the brain was not located and 
exiracted, although it was only about an inch from the 
surface of the brain, as revealed by the autopsy.

* Itis reprehensible that, after the unfortunate man 
had been in the Presbyterian Hospital, he should 
have been sent to Bellevue Hospital to die, so as to 
decrease the rate of mortality 1m proportion to the 
number of cases admitted and treated in the Presby- 

pital, when d dad was so near death, 
His temperature on admission to bellevue Hospital 
was found to be as high as 104 degrees. The habit 
of sending people who are near death from one hos- 
pitalto the other. and in that way jostling them 
about, certainly does not increase their chances of 
recovery.” :

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HOW 10 IMPROVE 3 aE His HOOL: 
BUBJECT OF INQUIRY BY A ‘BOARD oF 
EDUCATION COMMITTEE. 


When Adolph I. Sanger was elected to the 
Presidéncy of the Board of Lducation he formed 
a new Standing Committee, which was called 
the Committee on Svhool System. He appointed 
as members of that committee Commissioners 
Charles Strauss, William Lummis, Charles C. 
Wehrum, Charlies B. Hubbell, and Miles M, 
O’Brien. There was a good deal of speculation 
as to what the committee’s duties would be, 
and many members thought that there would be 
really little for ittodo, The new committee, 
however, has laid out alarge amount of work, 
and hopes to accomplish something of value. 

It appears that In creating this new commit 
tee the design was that it should have » general 
gupervision over the schools, school institutions, 
and schoo] mianagement, and that it should, for 


the purpose of getting information and new 
ideas, put iteelf in correspondence with persons 
connected with other school systems. 

Acting within the scope of its powers, the 
committee has submitted a series of questions 
to Superintendent Jasper asking for informa- 
tion concerning matters in which the School 
Board ig much interested. The committee 
thinks that it should have the benefit of ali that 
the Superintendent knows before making inde- 
pendent investigations. 

Superintendent Jasper has been asked if he 
has any recommendations to make in regard to 
any of the following subjects: 

1, tem of marking teachers. 

2. The “Fpeton of examination and supervision of 
schools and teachers vy the Superintendent afd the 
Assistant Superintendents. 

= The grading of teachers as regards mgcemetes. 

The improvement of the primary 6 ool system, 
in’ view of the fact that the primary system is the 
foundation of the public school system and that the 
majority of the pupils leave the schools before they 
are twelve years old and many before they reach 
the grammar schools. 

6. The necessary improvement of the grammar 

stem. 
xt Orne necessity of establishing high school classes 
forthe benefit of pupils who do not desire to go 
through a collegiate course. 

7. Changes necessary to improve the syatem as re- 

ards the relations that should exist between the 
Normal College and the College of the City of New- 
Yor. 

8. Such other recommendations as the Superin- 
tendent considers it advisable to make. 

These questions suggest that the committee 
does not consider the school system perfect, 
but believes that a number of improvements 
must be made in it. 

Superintendent Jasper’s report will be handed 
to the committee in a week or 60. 

The committee has also ordered the Assistant 
School Superintendents to make reports upon 
the schools—the condition of the schoolhouses 
themselves, as well as the progress of the 
pupils. The reports of the Assistant Superin- 
tendents will be printed at short intervals and 
copies will be placed in the hands of each Com- 
missioner. 

Tue committee has already had some oorres- 
pondence with Thomas M. Balliett, the Superin- 
tendent of the echools of Springtield, Mass. The 
system in that city is one of the finest in this 
country, and Mr. Balliett ranks high as an edu- 
eator. At the invitation of the committee he 
will be in the city March 28 and 29 and will 
make an investigation of the public schoolé of 
New-York. He will then make suggestions and 
point out the detects that be sees. 

A Bonfire of Whisky. 

ToreKA, Kan., Maroh 20.—A whisky war is on 
in Osage County. The people are in arms 
against the Kansas City houses that: are run- 
ning “joints” in several towns. The people are 
divided and bad blood is shown on all-sides. At 
Osage City Saturday a carload of liquor was 
destroyed in the presence of a great throng. 
The liquor was hauled out of town to an aban- 
doned coal shaft, where the bottles and demi- 
johns were broken by the hundred and the con- 
tents poured out keer kegs and whisky 
barrels were piled on a bonfire and thousands of 
gallons of liquor were burned. The State Tem- 
perance Union will carry the fight all over the 
btate.

ITALY’S BANK SCANDALS. 


\A REPORT SHOWING THE BAD CONDI- 
TION OF INSTITUTIONS INVOLVED. 


Rome, March 20.—Signor Giolitti, the Prime 
Minister, presented to the Chamber of Deputies 
to-day the report of the committee appointed to 
examine into the bank scandals. The report 
tates that the Bank of Sicily had exceeded its 
Jegal note issue by 10,000,000 lire. The bank’s 
aoceptances améunted to 33,000,000 lire, con- 
‘sisting mostly of accommodation bills. Its 
overdue bills reached a total of 12,600,000 lire. 
‘The capital of the bank had been reduced from 
:23,000,000 lire to 15,400,000 lire. 

The National Italian Bank holds overdue bills 
@mounting to 20,900,000 lire, on which a loss is 
sxpected of 7,100,000 lire. The note ocircula- 
tion of this bank was 101,500,000 lire below the 
legal limit. 

The cash deficit of the Banca Romano is 
28,600,000 lire. The illegal excess of its note 
4esue since 1883 reaches 64,500,000 lire. Over 
Your-fifths of the bills held by the bank have not 
deen paid, and the institution holds no security 
for their payment. The committee recommends 
that the bank cease business. 

The Bank of Naples held doubtful bills to the 
amount of 25,600,000 lire. The position of this 
bank, the report says, though unfortunate, is 
mot discouraging. The report advises conti- 
dence in the bank’s recovering vigor.

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AN OPPONENT OF ARBITRATION. 


WAIL OF AN ENGLISH CONSERVATIVE 
OVER THE BERING SEA MATTER. 


Lonpox, March 20.—T. Gibson Bowles, Con- 
pervative, called attention in the House of Com- 
mons to-day to the subject of the Bering Sea 
arbitration. He urged that it involved the ques- 
‘tion of the freedom of the high seas, and such a 
question ought not, he contended, to be submit- 
ted to arbitrafion. 

England, Mr. Bowles continued, never suc- 
ceded under arbitration, because England had 
not a single triend among European powers. 
In view of the decisions in the Alabama contro- 
‘Versy and the San Juan and paanee Bay dis- 

utes, no satisfactory result could be expected 

rom the Bering Sea arbitration. There were 
advantages in war, as leading usually to a last- 
ing settlement, and war usually left sentiments 
of mutual respect between the combatants.

@ matter, all the dispatches the Foreign Office 
conld issue would not hide the fact that the 
greatness of Englund had gone.

ME. POWDERLY’S DENIAL, 


THE CHARGE OF HEADING A CATHOLIC 
CONSPIRACY IS NOT A NEW ONE.

It 
ax do wore—it may provoke scenes of bloodshed 
before it has an end, for nothing arouses the fury of 
the t inmen 60 a as a difference in 
opinion concerning the spiritual tlight of that part 
which the beast is sup not to possess. 

“I am heart weary of the fruitless task I have so 
vainly endeavored to rform, and would lay down 
the burden for the g of this country. I want to 
do this, for the conviction has iorced itself upom me 
that my days of usefulness to the people are ended, 
but I would make at least one effort to pass into pri- 
vate life with a denial of these cruel lies from other 
lips than mine. 

“I am willing to select the Rev. Lyman Abbot 
the Rev. T. De Witt Talmage, the Rev. M. C. Lock- 
wood, and any other minister of the Church, pro- 
vided, of course, that he is not a Catholic. The three 
gentlemen whom I have named are not Catholics; 
two of them I have never met, but their names stand 
for trath and honor, and I am willing to place every 
act of mine, every document I possess, and every 
particle of testimony before their eyes for investiga- 
tion. Let Mr. White place his alleged proofs before 
them, and I will cheerfully abide by the decision of 
these men.”

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TEACHERS’ COLLEGE EXAIBIT. 


we 
FINR DISPLAY OF THE INSTITUTION’S 
WORK FOR THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


One of the interesting and instructive exhibits 
at the World's Fair, and one of which New-York 
may well be proud, will be the display to be 
made by the Teachers’ College of 9 University 
Place, an account of the prosperity of which in- 
stitution was given in THE New-YORK Timss of 
last Sunday. 

The college was organized nine years ago un- 
der the name of the Industrial Education Asso- 
ciation, and the purpose was declared to be the 
promoting of such education as should prepare 
boys and girls forthe practioal duties of life. 
In 1889 a provisional charter was granted it by 
the Board of Regents of the State University, 
and on Dec. 14, 1892, the charter was made ab- 
—— and the’ name of Teachers’ College 

op 

From a manual training schoo! the institution 
gradually developed into a sohool for teachers 
of manual training. And now it is unique in 
the country. Children are taught the useful 
arts, and their teachers are at the same time 
being trained by experts, who oversee and di- 
rect the work and supply the suggestions for 
methods. 

The allianee with Columbia College, which the 
Teachers’ College has recently entered into, 
will prove valuable in many ways to all con- 
cerned. General scholarship is as necessary as 
technical skill to make a good teacher of man- 
ual training. The number of college graduates 
who have sought admission to the Teachers’ 
College has increased each year, and as the 
privileges of the alliance are open to Barnard 
College, the woman’s department of Columbia, 
itie expected that the number of applicants 
will increase still more, 

Nothing could show the advance that has 
been made in manual training and its useful- 
ness better than the exhibit which is now in 
preparation in the Teachers’ College work rooms 
for display at Chicago. The State authorities 
are 80 well pleased with it that it is to be made 
@ permanent feature of the educational museum 
~ the Capitol at Albany after the close of the 


‘air. 

The space allotted the college in the Liberal 
Arte Building covers 260 square feet, and two 
of the classes into which its exhibit may be di- 
vided will be displayed there. One of them will 
consist of a series of photographs, plans of the 
new buildings which are to be constructed for 
the institution on Morningside Heights, ana the 
college library. 

The photographs will show all the various 
classes at work in the rooms of the college’s 
present buildings. The methods of tbe institu- 
tion will be shown in these pictures, where the 
boys and girls, with their instructors and the ex- 
perts es the teachers themselves, will ap- 
pear. The photographs will include all the 
grades of the college, and special attention will 
be given to the departments of solence, domes- 
tic economy, form atudy and drawing, and me- 
chanio arte. 

The first branch of manual training taken up 
by the Teachers’ College when it started was 
woodworking, and a complete course in this, 
with a partial course in drawing, will consti- 
tute the second division of the special exhibit. 
Some two months ago a prize competition for a 
central piece for this display was opened, and 
a fortnight ago the awards were made. 

Miss Mary Rogers, who comes from Louis- 
ville, Ky., to attend the Teachers’ College, won 
the first prize for the design for the ornamental 
carving which will inclose the college seal. The 
work on the wood, which will be handsome 
when finished, has already been begun. 

A second prize for a design for an inolosing 
ornament was awarded to Miss Elsie Van 
Kleeck of Flushing, L. IL The seal, which was 
accepted as the mark of the Teachers’ Colle 
henceforth, is the work of Miss Margaret V. D. 
White of New-Hamburg, N. Y. 

The woodwork will be grou so as to show 
thé method of teaching employed. The rough 
block, the various ps of its SS 
and, finaily, the finished object will be dis layed 
side by side andin such & way as to give an 
idea of the “group system” of teaching re- 
cently introduced at the college. The ‘group 
system” is something new, and gives oppor- 
tunities for individual instruction, while it re- 
duces it to a minimum of expense and at the 
same time interferes in no way with class work. 
With the woodworking and drawing there will 
be an exhibit of clay modeling which will cover 
re architectural, plant, and animal 
work. 

In the academic department of the Liberal 
Arts Building will be two divisions of the Teach- 
ers’ College exhibit, which were particularly 
solicited by the State. One will consist of alot 
of simple apparatus, designed by Prof. John F. 
Woodhull of the science department, to illus- 
trate the principles of physics, chemistry, phys- 
iology, and household hygeine. The apparatus 
is what is called “ homemade,” that is, of a con- 
struction so simple that a student can make it 
in his own room for himeelf. 

The other division will consist of a collection 
of papers, bound together in book farm, to show 
the training in English composition which the 
college gives. The selections made for it are all 
compositions written by students in the Teach- 
ers’ College.

The Princess and the party which escorted her 
from England to this country will sail on the 
Majestic to-morrow.

“es was to the American peepie I spoke, and they 
heard me, as I knew they would, and now God bless 
zon for it, from the beautiful home where your fair 
st lady reigns to the dear crippled boy who sent 
me his loving letter and his prayer. KAIULANI. 
Theodore H. Davies, who has been the spoke s- 


man for the\Princess, said last night that he 
would await advices from Honolalu on reach- 
ing England, and would romain as guardian of 
Kaiulani until some one appeared with a better 
right. He gave out @ statement on behalf of 
the Princess in which he says that they do not 
claim to have influenced the position of the 
Hawaiian question. As.to the action of the 
Hawaiian Annexation Commission, in “at- 
tempting to transfer to any foreign Government 
the nation they are sworn to uphold,” Mr. Da- 
vies protests against it. 

Mr. Davies said that Kaiulani had no ambition 
to wearacrown. In determining to come to this 
country she had felt that if she did not come and 
thereby give evidence of her desire to subserve 
the interests of the independent Government 
of Hawaii, the time might come when the peo- 

le there would reproach her with having neg- 

ected to do her duty. 

“She knows what is before her,” said Mr. 
Davies. “ The position of Queen of Hawaii is 
not an attractive one. I would not want ber lot 
to fall to one of my daughters.”

CATHEDRAL TRUSTEES OPPOSE THE PRO- 
POSED ELEVATED ROAD EXTENSION. 


The Protestant Episcopal Cathedral Trustees 
met yesterday afternoon in the See House, 29 
Lafayette Place. Those present were: Bishop 
Potter, the Rev. Drs. Houghton, Huntington, 
Greer, and Hoffman, Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt, 
and Mr. George Macculloch Miller. The prin- 
cipal topic was the proposed elevated railway 
extension, which would carry the structure in 
front of the cathedral and interfere with the 
plan of an additional park, formed by uniting 
the grounds of the cathedral, 8t. Luke’s Hospi- 


tal, Columbia College, and the Teachers’ Col- 
lege. These resolutions were adopted: 


Resolved, That this board most earnestly dep- 
Tecates the adoption by the Commissioners of Rapid 
Transit of any roate for the extension of the elevated 
railroad which, by taking Amsterdam Avenue north 
of One Hundred and Ninth Street for that parpess, 
will practically bisect the grounds of some four lead- 
ing public institutions adjoining said Amsterdam 
Avenne and so seriously impair, if not wholly de- 
stroy, the value of said grounds tor purposes of re- 
freshment and recreation for those for whom they 
are designed and for the general public. 

Resolved, That in view of the great importance of 
securing, in connection with thé future of New- 
York, open spaces, free from the noise of tratiic and 
travel, which may contribute both to the health and 
beauty of the city, and of guarding its institutional 
monuments and their grounds from desecration and 
disfigurement, a true regard for the highest interests 
ot New-York in the largest view of these interests 
demands that a line of railway which is in constant 
operation, day and night, should not be carried 
through grounds and in close proximity to buildings 
destined to be set apart for such important and gen- 
erally beneficial purposes. 

Resolved, That the Commissioners be requested to 
give an opportunity to the President and Secretary 
of this board to presentfor their consideration what 
this board strongly believes to be the opinions of the 
Vast majority of out most thoughtful and public. 
spirited citizens, as indicated espepially by the al- 
most universal testimony of the press of this city.

CARLYLE HARRIS MUST DIE 


BECORDER SMYTH, FOR THE SEC- 
OND TIME, SENTENCES HIM. 


IN SPITS OF HIS ELOQUENCE, IN SPITE 
OF THE TEARS OF BIS FRIENDS, 
IN SPITE OF THE BELIBF OF MANY 
1X HIS INNOCENCE, HE MUST BE 
EXECUTED DURING THE WEEK BE- 
GIXNING MAY 8—HBE SPOKE BEFORE 
His JUDGE AND A COURTROOM 
CROWD FOR AN HOUR AND A 
HALF, ANALYZING THE EVIDENCE 
AGAINST HIM—STRONG LANGUAGE 
REGARDING MR. WELLMAN—LOUD- 
LY CHEERED—MRS. HARRIS TOO ILL 
TO BE PRESENT—THE MASS MEET- 
ING ABANDONED, BUT AN APPEAL 
TO THE GOVERNOR TO BE MADE. 


The final edict of the courts of justice, ren- 
flered by Recorder Frederick Smyth yesterday, 
is that Carlyle W. Harris must be Killed in the 
electrical chair during the week beginning 


May 8. 
The chapter in the history of this most re- 


wmarkable and sensational case, which conciuded 
with the resentencing of the murderer, cannot 
be paralleled in the record of the eriminal 
courts of this city. 

The doomed man addressed Recorder Smyth 
for afuill hourand a half. It was not a pas- 
sionate appeal, nor did there come from his lips 
the torrent of abuse that was expected. He 
stood at the bar, trembling like an aspen, sav- 
ing himself from collapse by frequent drinks of 
brandy and water, and talked as though he were 
s lawyer arguing the case of another, instead of 
@® man standing on the brink of the grave, 
whose words were designed to infiuence the 
one man whose power it was to.name the day 
for his execution. 

There were times when his voice, generally so 
jJow that ten feet away it was difficult to hear 
what he said, would rise to great strength, as 
be declared his innocence and denounced his 
prosecutors; but in the main his address was @ 
sarcastic, unimpassioned, oritical analysis of 
the case against him. 

His achievement, for ® man who knew that he 
was fighting against hope, and who was weak 
and sick after two years of close confinement, 
Was regarded by all who heard him as a won- 
derful one. 

A scene more solemn and more fraught with 
dramatic interest it would be hard to conceive. 
This was true, not only of the proceedings in 
the courtroom, but of the happenings just be- 
fore and after. 

Centre Street, from the Tombs to.OChambers 
Street, and the neighborhood around the Court 
House were filled with a multitude of people, 
men, women, and children, apparently of all 
Classes and conditions, from the time that Har- 
ris was brought out of the grim old prison 
manacled to two Deputy Sheriffs until he 
passed through its iron gate again to come out 
only when he sball start on his last journey to 
Bing Sing. 

On his return trip to the Tombs from court 
the great crowd ran after him.and he heard his 
mame cheered. Poopie tried to get near him so 
as to shout words of encouragement to him. So, 
when he went to his cell, to await the day of his 
death, there was a smile on his face, and he de- 
elared that be was happier than he had been for 
two years, as be bad been given an opportunity 
to unburden bis mind and establish his inno- 
eence before the world. 

In that expression is to be found the seoret of 
the young murderer’s apparentcourage. He 
has become imbued with the idea that he is a 
martyr and that the record of his case will be a 
monument to injustice. He seems really to be- 
lieve that all the world considers him innocent 
of the crime except those directly interested in 
the prosecution. 

He is a physical wreck, though, and if the 
courage of the conviction of his innocence 
with which he has imbued himself should leave 
him it is thought that he will go to the exeou- 
tioner’s chair little better than @ driveling idiot. 

The building of the Court of General Sessions, 
in Part IIL of which Recorder Smyth was to sit, 
was put under the guard of a special detail of 
police, under the charge of Capt. Westervelt, at 

avuearly hour in the morning. Officers were 
stationed at every door and nobody was admit- 
ted who had not business there directly con- 


pected with the Harris case, or who had not 
sufficient influence with an officer to pass. 

The great crowd outside besieged the doors 
and toid all sorts of falsehoods to gain admis- 
sion, and at times the pressure from behind was 
#0 great that it seemed as though the doors 
would give way. Witb the use of a littie force 
and many threats, however, this was prevented. 

At 9:30 o’olock Harris was taken from his 
pell and manacled to keepers Brown and Burke. 
He had been very sick all the morning with 
mausea. He was ghastly pale and shook like a 
man with the ague. But he walked with head 
erect. He went out ofthe Franklin Street exit 
of the Tombs and seemed rather frightened at 
she great crowd that had gathered there. 

Vo avoid the throng that had filled Centre 
Street the wretched man was rushed up Elm 
Street to Reade, throngh the building of the De- 
partment of Public Works, and thence across 
Chambers streetinto the court. As he ran 
across Chambers Street, through a passageway 
through the crowd which the police had kept 
open, there was aroar from the thousands of 
people who had gathered there, but whether it 
Was a cheer or a groan it would be hard to say. 

In spite of the care which had been ordered 
taken in admitting people to the courtroom, the 
Place was crowded to suffocation, Only about 
a dozen women were there, and they appeared 
to be women of refinement, friends of parties 
interested in the case. 

Mrs. Harris, the mother of the prisoner, was 
notin court. She had intended to be with her 
boy during his iast ordeal before the bar of jus- 
tice, but soon after she arrived at the office of 
Howe & Hummel, his counsel, yesterday morn- 
ing, she fainted, and was taken by her friends 
Dack to the place in Brooklyn where she is stop- 
ping. The fearis expressed that Mrs. Harris, 
‘who physically had broken down under the 
strain of the effort she has been making in her 
eon’s behaif, will, now that she cannot even by 
working in his behalf divert ner mind from her 
aorrow, go insane. 

There were many lawyers in the court, amon 
them being John H. V. Arnold and Charles W. 
Brooke, the latter of whom is pow to be heard 
in the same courtroom, before the same austere, 
pale-faced Recorder, defending Dr. Buchanan 
on a charge of murdering his wife in a manner 

recisely similar to that in which Harris mur- 

ered Helen Potts. 

Inside the railing sat District Attorney Nicoll, 
‘with almost his entire staff of assistants, in- 
eluding Mr. Wellman, who convicted Harris. 
At the table, just outside, sat William F. Howe, 

arris’s counsel, and those who have known 

im ashe genereily is, big, good-natured, bluff, 
and blustering, would hardly have recognized 
him. All his nerve seemed to have left him, 
and during the proceedings that followed, 
Pears welled up in his eyes and trickled down 
his red cheeks. 

The Recorder entered promptly at 10 o'clock. 
"There are those who say that the Recorder is a 
sphynx, but yesterday he appeared to be nerv- 
ous, and that he was deeply impressed with the 
sedness and solemuity of the proceeding his 
manner, al] that he said, and the spe way in 
which he spoke to the B wns no ully proved. 
There came in with the Recorder Judge Martine, 
who sat on the bench with him, Superintendent 
ef Police Byrnes, and Inspector McLaughlin. 

Clerk Halil called Harris to the bar. He came 
‘with his keepers from the in the rear, threw 
his coat into the arms of Mr. Howe, and leaned 
against the railing. His cyes were swellen and 
red, and his nervousness wae 60 great that he 
‘was @ pitiable object. He took a long drink out 
of a giase of bravdy and water that Mr. Howe 
placed at his side, seemed to pull himself to- 
gether, and looke:i up at the Recorder. 

District Attorney Nicoll, who looked nervous 
miso, asked the court to fix the date for the ex- 
scution of the sentence of deatb upon the con- 


victed man, inasmuch as a motion for a new ! 


trial for him had been denied. Clerk Carroll 
asked Harris whether he had anything to say 
why the sentence should not be pronounced. 
Harris straightened himeeif up and began to 
speak. For five minutes hardly a word couid 
be heard because of his low tone and because of 
the oocasional opening and shutting of the 
zonrtreom doors and the confused murmuring 
and whispering from the crowd. The Kecorder 
interrupted him once or twice to command si- 
lence, and finally, losing patience,said somewhat 
rily: 
onthe conversation must eease, and if any of 
the officers find anybody, it is immaterial who, 
conversing or disturbing the court, they will be 
removed at once.

saying: 

“Now, whatever your Honor’s opinion may 
be about matters, of whioh, of course, you have 
no direct personal knowledge, | 1 hardly 
remind your Honor that whenever you have 
seen me you know that, though you may have 
seen me manacied, miserable, and in disgrace, 
I have at least appeared and behaved as RL 4 
tleman. I am, your Honor, a centieman ay. 
I have refrained from making any public state- 
ep as regards a mase meeting heretofore, 

ut my instruction now and from now on to 
every friend of mine is this: To do nothing, to 
say nothing, that could in any way reflect or 
seem to reflect upon the dignity of this Sourt.” 

Harris started in then to take District Attor- 
ney Nicoll to task for having made the state- 
ment that the Courtof Appeals had gone out 
of its way to contirm the cenviction of the low- 
er court in his case by expressing its entire con- 
tidence in the proof of his guilt, and the further 
statement made, he declared, before the alli- 
davits bad been submitted, that the Recorder 
would deny a motion for a new trial 

Then Harris said that he understood that as 
soon as sentence had been passed upon him he 
was to be railroaded to Sing Sing. He asked 
that the Recorder would allow him two or three 
days after sentence in the Tombs 60 that Le 
might arrange bis affairs and in which he might 
dictate a short biography of his life, to ve 
jar and sold‘ for his mother’s benetlit 

ecorder Smyth told him that the power to 
grant his request did not (rest with him, but 
that he would suggest to the Sheriff that it be 
granted, and he had no doubt that it would be. 

Dilworth Choate, who did much in the work- 
ing up of the Harris case for the District Aitor- 
ney’s office and who wiil be remembered us the 
man whoserved a term of imprisoument be- 
cause he was caught coucealed in the Flack jury 
room, next received the attention of Harris. 

“Sneak Ohoate” be called him, and he re- 
ferred to the whole case as the triumph of 
Choate over justice. He recited that Choate, 
**agabbler for a disreputable sheet,’”’” worked 
up the whole case against him for the sake of 
getting promotion from his employer. 

Tracing the progress of the charge and the 
publicity given to the alleged murder of his wife 
Harris told how he at onve went to District At- 
torney Nicoll and surrendered himself, oliering 
bail He was told then that there were nv 
charges against him and he went home, butonly 
after the District Attorney had assured him that 
he would investigate the charges. Harris said 
that “Sneak Choate” from that day on kept 
writing sensational articies about him, in which 
he accused bim of at least three wurders, two 
of persons whom he never met; twenty abor- 
tions, bigamy, larceny, rape, and forgery. 

Ten duys after the charge of wurder was first 
made a warrant against him for the murder of 
his wife was eworn out by Choate and Mra. 
Potts. Mr. Nicoll had stated, too, that it was 
Choate who had found many of the witnesses 
for the prosecution and had prepared many of 
the affidavits. Harris recited the story of the 
arrest of his brother, MeCready Harrie, in wis- 
take for him, and how, as soon as he learned of 
it, he insisted on surrendering himseif to the 
authorities again, though he had hard work iu 
getting the District Attormey to discharge the 
brother who had been arrested by mistake, and 
lock him up. 

Continuing to trace his story of the progress 
of the case, Harris told how it had passed from 
the hands of Choate into those of Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Vernon H. Davis, and of that 
matter said: 

“And I peg your Honor to believe thatit is 
with infinite pain that i quote the testimony of 
Col. Archibald shaw delivered in the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer on the vth day of December, 
1591, before Mr. Justice Van brunt. He swore 
that be overheard irom an adjoining room on 
the Slst of Mareb, 18¥1, Vernon H. Davis 
threaten his sister-in-law, Mae Schofield, with 
the publication of a scandal that would ruin 
her unless she testified against this defendant, 
I am quoting bis testimony. He is up town 
there, I presume, still Vice President of the 
Columbia Institute. Your Honor does not 
know, but | know that Mae Schofield has con- 
fesased since then to that perjury, whict she 
committed, she says, to save her family name 
and to save herself. Bhe was too hysterical to 
come into court.” 

Passing on to the transfer of the handling of 
the case for the prosecution irom Aesistant 
Vistrict Attorney Davis to Assistant District 
Attorney Wellman, he was yery bitter against 
Mr. Wellman, who was sitting just in front of 
him. His words caused Mr. Wellman to bite his 
lip and flush, and finally he left the courtroom, 
to return a few minutes after and stand with 
the crowd in the rear. 

‘There arose a public clamor,” said Harris, 
“asking why a boy, young and gently nurtured, 
should murder a girl who was beautiful, who 
loved him, who would have enriched him, whose 
family had offered to further his professional 
ambitions. But Mr. Wellman was equal to the 
emergency. He sprang into the breach, tbhrow- 
ing out to the world a bombshell of official ut- 
terance through the columns of the press, that 
he bad found my former wife, and that her 
name was Lulu Van Zandt. I married her, he 
said, in 1883. So, your Honor, the last tie of 
sympathy which bound me to my race was 
broken. 

“Iwill never forget the morning that the 
members of the press came to ne, the worning 
the story Was published. I told them the story 
was a lie, and they proved it so, God bless them. 
They found the certificates of my birth and bap- 
tism, and they found those of Miss Luiu Van 
Zandt, and they proved thatin 1833 | was a boy 
in knickerbockers and she was an infant in 
small clothes, and we had never met each other 
in ag lives. And they proved that Wellman 
lie 

“Ie there a creature human more vile than 
the abandoned woman who walks the slums! 
There is. Itisa minister of justice who prosti- 
tutes his official utterance for the furtherance 
ofa personal ambition or the gratification of a 
private spite. You may besurprised that I have 
dared to speak this way about those who are 
oflicers of this court, but, your Hunor, it is not 
blackguardism. Every word I have said I have 
said only because I honestly believed it. I 
speak for the last time. I cannot afford to state 
untruths to-day. 

**Ien’t it ee el poy Honor, that I, brought 
here to be sentenced to a disgraceiul death, oan 
look down from a pedestal of just contempt 
upon certain of those who have encompassed 
this end?” 

Harris began to criticise the affidavits of the 
people on the etrength of which his application 
lor a new trial was denied. He criticised them 
with sarcasm, on the ground that they were all 
metred and that their periods rhymed. With 
scorn he spoke of the procuring of a lot of affi- 
davite from young schoolgiris to prove that 
Helen Potts was never addicted to the use of 
morphine, and of the procuring of a similar affi- 
davit from a servant who could not read or 
write. 

* Five hundred or a thousand years may pass 
away,” said be, “and then you will hear some 
learned antiquarian discoursing before an as- 
sembled multitude. He has unearthed the reo- 
ords of the Court of Geuveral Sessions of the 
County of New-Yerk. He is explaining to the 
assembled crowd that at the close of the nine-

Dr. Traverton 
had been made to swear that his cook, Mrs. 
Lewis, was of unsound mind because she had 
dared to make affidavit that Helen Potts had 
told her that she took morphine. Ethel Harris 
had been accused bya Philadelphia detective 
of having cioped when she could have been only 
thirteen years old because she had dared to 
make affiduvit that Helen Potts had not only 
taken morphine but given it toher. Other wit- 
nesses who had made atllidayits to the same 
effect, ladies of unquestioned reputation, had 
been bullied by Choate, who then made affida- 
vits as to what they toid him, which they repu- 
diated. One of his witnesses had been declared 
unworthy of credence because she was once a 
member of the Salvation Army. 

**It was my pleasure once,” he seid, “‘ to take 
a certain young lady in to supper after an 
evening at the house ofa friend of yours, Re- 
corder, and that young lady belongs to the Bal- 
vation Army. She is oneof the brightest and 
sweetest young women, if your Honor has ever 
met her, I am sure that youcould have met 
any where.” 

Harris referred to the manner in whioh sev- 
eral of the jurors who convicted him had stated 
that if the evidence which he offered in the 
affidavits on the motion for a new trial had been 
presented on the original trial they would have 
aequitted him. He had one more such affidavit, 
made by Crawford Mason yesterday, which he 
read, in which Mr. Mason said that he had 
known Dr. H. 8. Kinmouth for eight years as 
an honest and upright man, and thatif he, as 
a juror, had heard Dr. Kinmouth swear, as he 
has sinee sworn, that he used to sell merphine 
to Helen Potts, he.would unhesitatingly have 
acquitted Harrie. 

“Only hearsay evidence, is what you declare 
a)l mine to be,” Harris cried, ‘but why brand 
4 tens people as perjurers? Why not just 

ill me?” 

As Harris finished reading the affidavit of 
Juror Mason he turned to Mr. Howe, and, hand- 
ing isto him said: *Do not file that. Just lay 
it beside me in my coffin as an evidence of my 
innocence. 

“Dr. Fowler testified that when I came to the 
Comstock Sehool the night of the tragedy,’ 
Harris continued, “he told me te go to the 
druggist’s and verify my proseriptien. He said 
he thought I went, He did not ow whether 
I left the house or not. Dr. Kerr, who came 
there a few minutes after I came, testified that 
he found me by the bedside, and that I was 
there all the time, and on that testimony the 
Assistant District Attorney argued before the 
jury andthe Court of Appeals, and it is men- 
tioned in their decision as au established fact 
that I ranaway from my dying wife to walk 
around the block, because the druggist’s swears 
that I did not come there that night.

“Task your Honor to listen to the music of 
the court and witnesses.

Harris’s strength seemed to be abont ex- 
hausted at this time. The courtroom had been 
very still, and Recorder Smyth was aitting bolt 
upright looking straight into the eyes of the 
doomed young man who was talking to him 80 
earnestly. There were tears in the eyes of 
many there as Harris turned to Lawyer Howe, 
and in a trembling voice told him that for all 
he had done in bis behalf be bad inspired in his 
heart an affection that was only second to that 
he had for his mother. He handed to Mr. Howe 
an envelope, saying: 

“[ have not been able to recompense you. 
You know how poor] am. I ask you to aocept 
this, though. It was the last gift of Helen to 
me, made the Christmas before she died.”’ 

The scene was avery touching one The en- 
velope contained a small pairof gold sleeve 
links. Mr. Howe burst into tears and leaned 
his gray head down upon his arms. 

Harris finished very weakly after taking a 
long drink of the brandy and water. “I realize 
my position,” he said. ‘‘Noman conld realize 
it better than I have realized mine day after 
day, andi know there is naught remains for 
ine now but to meet my great misfortune with 
that fortitude which is the birthright of a gen- 
tleman and the prerogative of an innocent 
man.” 

With a respectful bow to the Recorder Harris 
finished. The Kecorder asked Mr. Howe if he 
had anything to say, and was anawered in the 
negative. Mr. Howe offered Harris a chair, but 
he refused it saying, “‘ lam strong.” Shortly 
after he became sv weak, however, that he prac- 
tically fell into the chair. 

There was a dry huskiness in the Recorder's 
voice as he begau wo speak. Harris interrupted 
—_ once to correct a statement. The Recorder 
paid: 

**My duty is made doubly painful in your case 
because you are undoubtedly a man of extraorai- 
nary intelligence, and I regret to see you stand- 
ing in the position in which you do to-day. No 
one regrets it more sincerely than I do, and no 
one regrets more sincerely than ldo that my 
sworn duty impels me to say that after listen- 
ing to you with patience nee Tg’ all you have 
had to urge in your own bebalf, I still adhere to 
what I stated upon your motion, that the evi- 
dence of your guilt was overwhelming in my 
view. 

** In that statement and in that view I am up- 
held by seven judges of the Court of Appeais 
of this State, who, upon a fair review of all the 
testimony and upon the questions of law which 
were raised, unanimously came to the conclu- 
sion that the jury upon the evidence which was 
then presented to them could arrive at no other 
result than that to which they did arrive—that 
there were no errors of law committed by the 
Judge who tried the case by which your rights 
were in any way prejudiced by the court. And 
that learned court in closing their opinion 
stated that the law was accurately and proper- 
ly laid down oF the Judge. 

“Now a motion came before me then upon 
evidence under a section of the code which re- 
quires me to state, in my opinion, the weight of 
the evidence whioh you bad presented,and which 
if is had been presented to the jury, would have 
produced a different result. I could only ex- 
amine that evidence with great care and with a 
conscientious desire to arrive at a proper and 
just conclusion. 

“T, under the solemnity of my oath, and un- 
der a full sense of the obligation that | hold 
here and hereafter, am forced to the conclusion 
at which I arrived, that the evidence did not 
justify me in doing what I hoped to have done 
in a case of this magnitude.”’ 

Speaking then of his specific duty under the 
statute as to fixing the date for the execution 
of the sentence, the order, in a scarcely 
aon voice, named the week beginning May 
5, 1893. 

Harris did not turn a bair when the final 
words were spoken. He was too far gong for 
that. He got on his feet, however, after a mo- 
ment or two and said: 

* | know that your Honor bas not meant to do 
anything unjust. I know that according to law 
itis all right; but the laws are changing every 
year. I believe that though this may be the 
last—that thie is the last—of Carlyle Harris, 
this will aleo be the last of school-girl experts, 
and it also will be the last time that one fallible, 
honest magistrate is called upon to pase alone 
on life and death upon testimony sworn to by 
perjurers.”’ 

Then, gentleman, in manner at least, until the 
last, Harris stretched his hand over the railing 
toward the} Recorder, made the motion as though 
— bands with him, and said with a polite 

ow: 

“ The issues of to-day aside, I beg the Court 
to believe that the courtesy which has been 
shown to me will be in my mind, and gratefully 
80, to my dying day.” 

He took his seat. Under Sheriff Sexton con- 
ferred with the Recorder, and later it was 
learned that he would not take Harris to Sing 
Sing until Wednesday. The Recorder and the 
District Attorney, with his assistants, left the 
court. The keepers manaciled Harris again as 
s00n a8 they could push back from him the 
men who crowded around toshake his hand. 

To avoid the great crowd in Chambers Street 
hie keepers took Harris out through the south 
door, Dut there was a crowd there also and its 
demonstrations attracted those who were wait- 
ing on the other side. The crowds united and 
surged up Centre Street after the doomed man 
and his keepers. Those who could not get near 
enough to him to see him ran shead to take 
good positions to see him pass. 

Some man yelled, “ Lynch him!” as Harris 
started from the court house. Somebody else 
shouted, ** Har.ie! Three cheers for Harris|” 
and they were given by hundreds and taken up 
by hundreds of others. 

“You'll down the Recorder yet, Harris,” one 
man shouted, and other similar shouts were 
heard. The cheering was kept up al) the way to 
the Tombs, and even after he had entered. As 
he passed through the iron gate he turned and 
bowed to the cheering crowd, and then said to 
Keeper Burke: 

“If those people think Iam guilty why don’t 
they lynch me instead of oheering me?” 

He was locked in Cell 1l. A reporter of THe 
NEW-YORK TimMEs saw him there later in the 
day. He had much to say, but little that he had 
not said in the courtroom. 

“Tam happier to-day,” he said, “ than I have 
been for two years, because I have been able to 
free my mind and establish my innocence be- 
fore the public. You heard them cheering me, 
It was sweet music to my ears. I was afraid I 
would never be able to stand the ordeal, 
though.” 

Lawyer Howe said that the plan for a mass 
meeting to protest would be abandoned. as 
Harris did not wantit. He would zo to Gev. 
Flower with monster petitions for pardon, how- 
ever, in about ten days.

| TO TEST THE IVES POOLLAW 


— 
ONE POOLROOM KEEPER BRINGS 
SUIT AGAINST ANOTHER. 


DE LACY SEEKS TO ENJOIN HIS TEN- 
ANT FROM USING HIS PREMISES TO 
MAKE BETS—ADAMS JUSTIFIBS UN- 
DER THE IVES LAW, WHICH DE 
LAOCY HOLDS Is UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 


Peter De Lacy, poolroom keeper, began suit 
against Albert J. Adama, also poolroom keeper, 
in the Superior Court yesterday. This action 
is held by some to be a movement against the 
race-track men, and by others to be astep to 
foree the hand of the police in the matter of 
poolselling on horse races. 

Mr. Adams hired a house from Mr. De Lacy 
in 1892, the lease torun from August of that 
year until May, 1894, at $4,000 a year. He 
opened a poolroom there, and the suit was 
brought to enjoin him from continuing the busi- 
mess. , 

The tenant avers that he proposes to carry 
on the business, simply executing bets and 
Wagers on horse races for commission, which 
he holds to be legitimate. 

Judge McAdam granted an injunction against 


Adams, and the points in the case as well as 
the possibilities are explained in his decision, 
which, in effect, was as follows: 


“ The action is by the plaintiff, as landlord, to en- 
join the defendant, who is his tenant, in respect to 
premises 43 Weat Twenty-ninth street, from using 
the same for unlawful purposes. The defendant is 
charged with using the property in an unlawtui call- 
ing, to wit, the business of receiving money and 
Peg | bets upon horse races, in violation of 
Section 351 of the Penal Code. The defendant justi- 
fies under Chapter 479 of the Laws of 1887, common- 
ly known as the Ives bill, which provides that the 
code provisions shali net apply to the grounds of in- 
corporated racing associations during thirty days in 
each ear, between May 16 and Vos. 16. 

“ The plaintiff claims that the Ives bill is unconsti- 
tutional because it offends the provisions of Section 
10 of Article 1. of the Constitution, which provides 
‘that no lottery shall be authorized orany sale of 
lottery tickets allowed within the State,’ and that 
provision of Article [1I., Section 18, which provssee 
that the Legislature ‘shall not pass auy Dill grant 
ing to any private corporation, association, or in- 
dividual apy exclusive privilege, immunity, or 
franchise whatever,’ and in this connection refer- 
ence is made to the recent decision of the General 
Term of thie court, in the Corrigan case, holding that 
race track associations are private corporations. 

“ The consideration of the question required a deter- 
mination of delicate and incidental matters of great 
public concerp, whioh should be determined only by 
anu appellate tribunal. Therefore, without passing 
upon the validity and effect of the act in gueation, 
the motion for an injunction will be granted on con- 
dition thatthe plaintiff files the usual undertaking 
and stipulation to argue at the April General ‘Term 
any appeal that may be taken from the order to be 
entered hereon.” 

Mr. A. H. Hummel said yesterday that he 
would argue the appeal nextmonth. The action, 
he intimated, was one to stop poolseliing op a 
Trace track in effect, while nominally breught 
against a poolselier. 

The question before the court, it was said, 
might again bring up the status of the so-called 
commission business, if there is any, and define 
in general the position of race track owners 
and poolsellers. ‘he “yoolroom” men con- 
tend that their recent trouble with the author- 
ities has been brought about by the men at tho 
track, and they mean to retaliate.

VACANCIES IN THE REVENUE 


MARINE SERVICE. 


TO FILL 


The advisability of placing the cadet practice 
ship Chase in commission is being considered 
by officials of the Revenue Marine Service. 

The Chase is at New-Bedford, Mass., in charge 
of First Lieut. J. M. Simms. She was put 
out of commission in the Summer of 1891. 

Between 1879 and 1891 the Chase was the 
cadet practice ship of the Revenue Marine 
Service. 

In April, 1891, the Seoretary of the Treasury 
decided to discontinue the Chase cadet system 


and fill all vacancies in the line of the Revenue 
Marine (by graduates of the six-year (course at 


Annapolis. 

Bince 1891 the grade of Third Lieutenant 
in the Revenue Marine has been filled by 
six-year graduates of Annapolis to the ex- 
tent of more than one-half of ite numbers, Still, 
not a sullicient number of new officers has been 
obtained under the new ruling to fill ali vacan- 
cies in the line. In the grade of Third Lieuten- 
aut there are now thirteen vacancies. 

The vacancies in the line, Engineer Corps, 
and Marine Corps of the navy absorbed al) 
graduates of last year’s class from Annapolis, 
and the prospects for places in the navy for ali 
a peenere of the present year’s class are 
good. 

Several members of the present year’s grad- 
uating class of Annapolis have made known 
their desire to acvept a Revenue Marine com- 
mission in preference to a naval commission, 
but the number of such applications is not suffi- 
cient to fill up the existing thirteen vacancies in 
the Revenue Marine. 

In connection with the re-establishment of the 
Chase cadet system it has been learned that, 
should it be decided to make appointments of 
Revenue Marine cadets, only such young wen 
will be taken from civil life as have had a collexi- 
ateeducation. Cadetsappointed under the new 
system will be ordered to a two-year course 
of professional instruction aboard the Chase. 
This course will embrace professional subjects 
only, and will be a far more advanced course 
than the one previously followed. 





MR. LAUTERBACH’S DUAL KOL#.

Edward Lauterbach played a dual réle before 
the Board of Electrical Control yesterday. He 
is counsel for the Third Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany and counsel also for the Consolidated Tele- 
greph and Electrical Subway Company. As 
counsel for the Third Avenue Railroad he asked 
the board’s permission to string wires in the 
cable conduits, to be used in signaling from 
power houses, && As cvunsel for the Consoli- 
dated Company Mr. Lauterbach agreed with 
Charlies F. Cutler, counsel for the Empire City 
Subway Company, that perhaps the Third Ave- 
nue people should be compelled to hire ducts 
in either the high or low tension subways. 

Mr. Gilroy laughingly inquired which part of 
Mr. Lauterbach’s brain represented the railroad 
company and which the subway company. The 
situation was made the subject of many jests, 
and it was decided that Mr. Lauterbach and Mr.

WORK AMONG THE INDIANS. 


AN INTERVIEW WITH EX-COKRMIS- 
SIONER MORGAN, 


WEEDS OF THE BUREAU OF WHICH HE 
WAS FOR NEARLY FOUR YEARS THE 
HEAD—EDUCATION THE ONLY SOLU- 
TION OF THE INDIAN QUESTION— 
TOO MUCH’ POLITICS. 


Gen. Thomas J. Morgan, ex-Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs, who has established himself re- 
cently in tiiis city as Secretary of the Baptist 
Home Mission Society, was asked yesterday by 
a NeEw-YorK Times reporter concerning the 
work which is now being done among the 
Indians and as to the needs of the bureau of 
which he was the chief from July 1, 1889, to 
Feb. 15 of the present year. 

“In looking back over nearly four years of 
my administration of the Indian Bureau,” be- 
gan Gen. Morgan, ‘“and looking at it separated 
so far as I can from my own connection with it, 
I should say that the first thing is to secure as 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs a man of rather 
extraordinary capacity for administration. The 
office is very laborious, and involves an enor- 
mous amount, not only of detail, but of busi- 
ness questions of a very dificult character. In 
the four years of my administration I disbursed 
more than $40,000,000, including the amount 
which passed through my hands for the pur- 
chase of lande from the Indians. 

“ The Commissioner is obliged to sitin judg- 
ment in cases of very great magnitude and per. 
plexity. For instance, I had to determine the 
question of title which the Cherokees had to the 
more than 6,000,000 acres of land in what is 
known as the Cherokee Outlet or Cherokee 
Strip. The Secretary of the Interior insisted 
that they had no title to it, whereas I contended 
thax they had-a valid title. This is only one 
ustration of the many perplexing things 
whichcome before the Commissioner. 

“The volume of work in the office every day 
isso great that unless the Commissioner is a 
man of rather rare executive ability he cannot 
get through it and it will accumulate on his 
bands. The new Commissioner ought to be 
thoroughly in sympathy with the Indians and 
stand ready to protect them atevery point It 
is astonishing how many ways there are of 
despoiling the Indians. There is a constant 
pressure to. get their lands away from them, un- 
principled attorneys seek to get large fees for 
doing little or nothing, dishonest contractors 
seek to impose inferior goods upon them, dis 
honest traders practice extortion, whisky sell- 
ere are always seeking to debauch them and rob 
them of their money, incompetent or dishonest 
agents neglect their business or practice fraud, 
and sometimes unjust legislation is projected, 


so that constant vigilance is required in order 
to secure justice for them. 

“The Commissioner should be a man thorough- 
ly interested in the real welfare of the Indians 
and one who would be willing to promote those 
plans already in operation which tend to make 
the Indian self-supporting, and es lally which 
seek to give their children a practical industrial 
education. Mr Cleveland has a great oppor- 
tunity to show his real interest in the Indians 
by selecting a Commissioner who is eeronanly 
competent for his work instead of turning it 
over to some politician who needs a place. Not 
everything, but very much indeed, depends 
upon the personal character of the Commis- 
sioner. The tendéney of the Indian Office, like 
that ofall other great bureaus, is toward rut 
and rot. Thatis, everything tends to become a 
matter of routine, and the evil forces that press 
uponitare go great, as I have already shown, 
that they will inevitably corrupt the service 
unless they are fought out at every Stage. 

“Next in importance to selecting « suitable 
men as Commissioner is getting a compevent 
man as Assistant Commissioner. I have cher 
ished some hope that the present assistant, the 
Hoa. R. V. Belt of Maryland, may be retained. 
He was a gallant soldier, and since the war has 
had large experience in departmental service ix 
Washingtoh. During Mr. Cleveland’s first Ad- 
ministration Mr. Belt served as chief of the 
Indian Division in the office of the Secretary of 
the Interior under Secretaries Lamar and Vilas, 
whose friendship and esteem he enjoyed. He 
is@ lawyer, an upright Christian gentleman, 
familiar with all the details of Indian adminis- 
tration, thoroug in sympathy with the 
Indians, of judicial gy fair minded, and of 
the strictest integrity. if he can be kept in his 
place it will insure the continuance of the best 
elements of Indian administration that have 
gradually taken shape during successive ad- 
ministrations, As he has no appointing power, 
the office isin no proper sense a political one, 
and there seems to be no reason why he should 
not be retained if Mr. Cleveland is sincere in 
his civil service professions, which, of course, 
ig to be assumed. 

“ Next to these two things in importance I 
should place the reorganization of the Indian 
Divisian in the office of the Secretary of tne In- 
terior. Itis now and has been for a long time 
very inefficient and practically incapable of 
handling properly the work that comes before 
it. Partisan politics and official neglect with 
reference to thia division have been very mani- 
fest in their detrimental effects during the last 
four years. Of course, one of the most im- 
portant things connected with the Indian 
administration is the character of the men se- 
lected as Indian Agents. “I have always in- 
sisted, both before assuming the duties of the 
office of Commissioner and during the four 
years of my incumbency, that the Indian 
Bervice shouid be taken absolutely out of poll- 
tics. I was opposed unqualifiedly to the dis- 
charge of agents, or any other employes in the 
Indian Service, for political reasons. 

IT had nothing to do whatsoever with the ap- 
pointment of agents, but was frequently con- 
sulted as to the qualification of those in the 
service, and all my recommendations for the re- 
tention or dismissal of agents were based abso- 
lutely on the question of fitness. I think it was 
8 mistake, to putit mildly, from every point of 
view, to introduce partisan politios into the In- 
dian Service. It weakened the service and it 
weakened the party. In all the subordinate 

tions which [ controlled, suchas Superin- 
ndents of Schoois, Indian traders, &c.,I re- 
fused to make it a matter of politics, and during 
my entire term I dismissed no man for political 
reasons. I had wany a stubborn contest over 
she matter, but I simply said to politicians who 
insisted on my dismissing men from the service 
for political reasons: 

«I would like to oblige you,but I cannot do it 
in that way. I was never in publio office before, 
and I never expect to be again, but while I am 
here I propose, if possible, to administer Indian 
affairs on a civil service basis.’ 

“Iam entirely consistent, therefore, in saying 
with great emphasis that I think that all em- 
ployes in the service who have proved them- 
selves to be honest and efficient should be re- 
tained. I think it would be a calamity to the 
service to turn out such agents as MoLaughiin, 
Fels, Miles, Crouse, Fisher, Matthews, and 
others that I might name, who have, by faith- 
ful devotion to duty, acquired the confidence of 
the Indians and the respect of the white men, 
and who, by their experience and skill, are 
able to do what no new man could do, however 
competent and well disposed. 

“I do not look with favor upon the employ- 
ment of army officers as Indian Agents for rea- 
sons that I have set forth in my annual reports. 
Irecommended that when it is practicable the 
duties of the agente should be devolved upon 
the Superintendents of the Indian schools, and 
although this idea was persistently fought by 
the late Secretary, it was adopted by Congress 
and embodied in the Indian bill which was 
enacted into law. The School Superintendents 
are chosen through the civil service, and are 
thus removed absolutely out of politics. They 
have a certain tenure of office, are devoted to 
the real welfare of the Indians, and can, in very 
many instances, perform all the work of an 
agent that is required. The truth is that a great 
many things are now done by agents for the In- 
fdians which are not only unnecessary but harm- 
ful. The statement is certainly as old as Milton 
that the way to prepare a people for liberty is 
to give them freedom. The Indians should as 
g00n a8 practicable be emancipated from the 
leading strings of the agenoy system, which by 
treating them as children enfeebles them. . 

“It is of urgent necessity in the immediate 
fature that the schemes that have been gradu- 
ally shape for providing, whenever nec- 
essary, suitable appliances for irrigation should 
be prosecuted vigorously and intelligently. 
Work has already been begun among the Crow 
Indians in Montana, the Shoshones and Ban- 
nocks in Idaho, the Pimasin Arizona and else- 
where, and plane have been adopted for carry- 
ing on the work among the Navajos of New- 
Mexico and Arizona and the Sioux of Dakota. 
This involves the expenditure of large sums of 
money, Which in some instances at least can be 
taken with the consent of the Indians from the

*“ On my recommendation the last Congress 
authorized the expenditure of $15,000 for aink- 
ing artesian wells on the Standing Rock, Rose- 
bud, and Pine Ridge Agencies with a view to 
testing the question of furnishing the Indians 
in that way with an increased supply of water 
for their cattle, and {have reason to believe 
from what I saw of artesian wells last Summer 
in Eastern Dakota that the scheme will prove 
successful. 

“One of the great reforms which I hope to 
see accomplished in the near future in the In- 
dian Service is the entire discontinuance of the 
plan of furnishing to the Indians food and 
clothing. Whenever anything is due the In- 
dians in fulfilling treaty obligations or in pay- 
ment of lands purchased of them, it should be 
paid in money, and they should be allowed to 
spend it according to theirown judgment. If 
they misspend it, let them suffer the conse- 
quences and go hungry er naked. A little ex- 
— would be very valuable to them as it 
6 to other ople. © fact is, however, that 
the average Indian fs just as capable of spend- 
ing his own mee | advantageously as the 
average white man of the same grade of cult- 
ure. 

“The work of allotting lands has been pushed 
with great energy during the last Administra- 
tion, and I am sorry to say that the work was 
not always wisely done. Fhe agents selected 
for making allotments were not always compe- 
tent and sometimes were grossly untit,as might 
be expected of political appointments. In the 
case of the Cheyennes and Arapahoes in Okla- 
homa the work was done with great haste, not 
in the interest of the Indians as it should have 
been, but wholly in the interests of the white 
men who were impatiently eager to secure the 
lands thrown open to settlement. 

“Every Indian who takes his allotment of 
land becomes thereby a citizen of the United 
States, and it is very evident that a great many 
of those who have already taken their lands are 
very poorly prepared to meet the responsibili- 
ties of citizenship. Citizenship is simply op- 
portunity. Toconfer upon an uneducated In- 
dian, ignorant of the English language and 
unaccustomed to American ways, the full priv- 
ileges of liberty does not necessarily carry with 
it any advantage to him. It does not change 
his nature, confers upon him no new faculties, 
does not increase his intelligence, does not 
necessarily awaken any new desires, and may 
be practically a mockery. 

“In reference to the employment of Indians 
as soldiers I have not reached a final decision. 
During the war I assisted in organizing col- 
ored troops and had at different times under 
my command over 5,000, The admirable rec- 
ord made by the colored soldiers is a matter 
of history, and under similar conditions Indians 
undoubtedly could be developed into soldiers 
egually good. The conditions now, however, 
are wholly different. Thenegro fought for his 
freedom; the Indian has no such stimulus. The 
negroes had the opportunity for the display of 
valor afforded by great battles; no such op- 
portunity is likely to offer to the Indian. 
The negroes had no military traditions and 
nothing to unlearn—they were imitative 
by nature and obedient by habit; frem 
the days of Braddock down the Indian 
has had traditions of tighting with the whites 
according to a method of his own. He natu- 
rally seems to distrust and despise the pale face. 
He is proud, haughty, self-reliant, aggressive, 
impatient of restraint, and unaccustomed to or- 
ganized movement. However, a large part of 
the Indian young men who haye been educated 
at Carlisle and the other schools are enlisting 
as soldiers. I recently inspected an Indian 
company at the fort near Omaha and found 
seven schools represented by pupils who had 
enlisted in this single company. 

**One very demoralizing feature of the soldier 
life of the Indian is the permission granted him 
to purchase and use intoxicating drinks. Itis 
@ singular anomaly and unexplainable on any 
rational grounds that the same Government 
which, through the Indian Office, suppresses 
with an iron hand the liquor traffic among In- 
dians on the reservations authorizes and en- 
courages the use of intoxicants by Indians em- 

loyed as soldiers under the War Department. 
Se one of the last days of my term of service in 
the Indian Office [I received from Agent Mo- 
Laughlin a strong protest against the evils of 
allowing Indian soldiers to have access to in- 
toxicants. 

“Of course the final solution of the Indian 
question lies in education. During the last four 
years the enrollment of Indian pupils in the 
schools under the care of the Indian Office was 
by great labor and persistent effort increased 
from 16,000 to 20,000. The same kind and de- 
gree of effort carried on for another four years 
would practically put into school every Indian 
bey and girl of proper age and health who can 
be reached. This ought to be done, for when it 
is Gone we should soon have a new generation 
of Indians, able to speak English and disciplined 
to habits of industry, accustomed to. civilized 
modes of life, with new desires fer improve- 
ment, and witha deep disgust for Savagery if 
not for barbarism, and competent to avail them- 
selves of the privileges of citizenship. 

“The Government schools as now organized 
and conducted are admiruble in all respects, 
and are doing an invaluable work. They are 
under the operation of the civil service rules 
placed there at my request. They are superin- 
tended and taught by intelligent, experienced, 
and successful men and women, and they ought 
to be maintained in their efficiency. Any effort 
to introduce partisan politics or sectarian nar- 
rowaness into the management of these Govern- 
ment institutions ought to be sternly rebuked 
by an enlightened public opinion. 

“The adoption of what is known as the 
‘peace policy’ by Gen. Grant nearly twenty- 
five years ago, the elaboration of the system of 
public schools which was begun by the appro- 
— of $20,000 in 1876, the passaxe of the 

awes bill conferring citizenship in ]887, the 
improvement of the public school system, and 
the doubling of the annual appropriation for 
Indian education, the placing of the schools 
under the operation of the civil service rules 
during the last four years, marks succesrive 
stages of an intelligent gn of dealing with 
this difficult question. If Mr. Cleveland is will- 
ing to doit, he can, during his term of office, 
oarry forward this policy, still further elevat- 
ing by taking the office of Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs entirely out of politics, and can 
thus hasten the day when there will be no 
Indian problem. 

** I eannot close this interview Without onan 
a word concerning the invaluable service whic 
Senator Henry L. Dawes of Massachusetts has 
rendered the Indian cause. He has consistent- 
ly and persistently advocated the education of 
the Indian, and it was through his efforts that 
that first twenty-thousand-dollar appropriation 
for schools was made in 1876. Godin His wis- 
dom called a Moses for the exodus and a Luther 
for the retormation and a Lincoln for tha 
emancipation and a Henry L. Dawes for the 
citizenship of the Indian.”

HUSBAND AND MOTHER EXCHANGE 
CHARGES OF HIDING HER. 


The Brooklyn police have learrnei nothing of 
the whereabouts of Mra. Jessie A. Barlow, wife 
of Dr. John W. Barlow, who disappeared from 
her home, at 178 Rutledge Street, Brooklyn, 
Friday. She has been twice in the insane asy- 
lum. 

Husband and mother-in-law accuse each other 
of having spirited Mra. Barlow away, or of 
knowing where she is. 

Mra. Barlow inherited $100,000 from her

the gratification of passing whims. The doetor 
says that all the trouble between himself and 


his wife has been due to the interference of his 
mother-in-law, who, he declares, has given him 
no respite in sixteen years. 

* My wife,” he said yesterday, ‘is the sweet- 
est little woman in the world. We never had 
any trouble except when my mother-in-law was 
around. Mrs. Barlow left the house on Tuesday 
to visit friends in New-York. She returned on 
Wednesday and told me where she had been, 
but I afterward learned she had not been there. 

“On Friday afternoon she left home to visit 
nee mother, and that was the last I have seen 
of her.” 

The couple had four children.
